Italian Interest in British Schools 


A DELEGATION of eleven Italian Parlia 
mentarians, senior civil servants, archi 
tects, engineers and educationists is visit- 
ing this country on the invitation of the 
Minister of Education, Sir David Eccles. 
The party arrived yesterday, December 1, 
and will spend ten days examining British 
school building. 

The visit is the result of the success of 
the British primary school exhibited at 
this year’s Milan Triennale. A _ large 
school building programme is in pros- 
pect in Italy, and the delegation wish to 
learn more about the methods which 
have enabled Britain to provide over 3m. 
new school places since the war while 
combining high quality with low cost. 

The delegation is expected to be par- 
ticularly interested in the British develop- 
ment of prefabricated systems of school 
construction. The school exhibited in 
Milan was built in the CLASP system of 
construction developed and used by a 
consortium of local education authori 
ties and Government Departments. 

After conferring with officials of the 
Ministry of Education in London, the 
party will visit new schools in Notting- 
hamshire and Coventry. 


Late Contracts Placed 


THE NORTH WESTERN DIVISION of the 
National Coal Board, who are construct- 
ing the new colliery at Parkside, Newton-

£2m. contract to George Wimpey & Co.

LESLIE AND CO. LTD. are to start work im- 
mediately on their second contract for 
the First Garden City Ltd. on the Arena 
site, The Broadway, Letchworth, Hert 
fordshire. The contract, valued at approxi- 
mately £60,000, is for 7 shop units with 
2-storey offices above. The architect is 
Mr. E. H. Davie, FRIBA, chief staff archi- 
tect of Hillier, Parker, May & Rowden, 
and the quantity surveyors, Lay & 
Partners. 

WORK is to start immediately on the con 
struction of approximately 1,000 houses 
and 3 schools at Highfields, Salisbury, 
Southern Rhodesia.

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Speed in Building 


THE FOURTH and last Yerbury Foundation lecture in the 
current series was given jointly last week by MR. RAYMOND 
MAIS, builder, and MR. PHILIP BENNETT, architect, who 
discussed ‘ The effect of design on speed of construction.’ 
Full extracts from the papers printed in this issue will 
indicate how valuable a contribution the speakers made 
to the question of how to achieve speed in building. 
Mr. Mais, as might be expected, was most knowledgeable 
on practical methods of saving cost and time—methods 
which essentially spring from a correct choice of systems 
for the foundation work, the frame and the cladding of 
structures. He deprecated a tendency to use piling where 
ground is suitable for normal footings; he endorsed the 
claims made by the late Oscar Faber for the superior 
merits over steel of reinforced concrete; he doubted 
whether there was any saving in time or cost in using 
precast concrete framing instead of in situ for multi-storey 
buildings; and he entered a plea to designers to avoid a 
mixture of different systems. He felt that prefabrication 
had its place in cladding, particularly for tall buildings, 
as the Americans had shown, ‘ though whether we would 
like the finished product is another matter.’ 

Interesting as were these thoughts, and also the prac- 
tical ideas and data put forward by Mr. Bennett, more 
interesting still were these speakers’ views on how to 
achieve speed in the management of a contract. As 
MR. PETER TRENCH pointed out in subsequent discussion,

THE INSTITUTION OF MUNICIPAL ENGINEERS 
not unexpectedly has taken prompt action 
in regard to the RIBA letter sent out 
earlier this month to the larger local 
authorities pressing the case for the set- 
ting up of new departments dealing with 
building work, under an architect as chief 
officer, where these do not exist (‘ The 
Builder’ of November 11). In a letter 
issued to local authorities (see p. 1016) 
the Institution, while stating that it is 
not the purpose to decry the professional 
work or quality of a sister profession, sets 
out a case for retention of the ‘status 
quo” by those authorities which at 
present continue to place architectural 
work under the ultimate control of the 
borough engineer and/or surveyor. 

To those who feel that good architec- 
ture is as necessary in the area of the 
smaller authority as in the larger, the In- 
stitution’s case will hardly commend 
itself. To begin with, it is retrogressive ; 
the 58 county and non-county boroughs 
that have appointed architects as chief 
officers in the last 20 years have done so, 
presumably, because they have wished to 
get better buildings at no extra cost and 
in a shorter time. If, in the process, the 
status of architects has been enhanced 
well, why not? All professions work 
better to public advantage when the 
ultimate responsibility for their output is 
placed directly upon the members. 

The architectural profession would 
wish nothing better than that the councils 
of the authorities concerned should dis- 
passionately consider the merits of their 
proposals. Those authorities will give 
full weight to the evidence, particularly 
as it affects (a) organisation and (b) archi- 
tectural result. In practice there is no 
real difficulty in dividing the total design 
load between engineering structures and 
accommodation, though in passing it may 
be said that there are few structures that 
are not visually improved by the archi- 
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tect’s hand. It is not true to say, as the 
Institution’s letter states, that design 
teams led by the Engineer to the local 
authority ‘have built with distinction, 
business efficiency and economy over 60 
per cent of the 34 million local authority 
houses and many other buildings.’ Leav- 
ing the other considerations aside, it is 
distinction that is the missing factor in 
too much of local authority housing and 
general building work, and it is just that 
quality that is owed to the general public 
who have to live in and look at these 
buildings. This tendency must be 
reversed, and local authorities which do 
not take steps towards this end will be 
stamped as being retrogressive and failing 
in their duty towards their electors. 


* * * 


THE DANGER must always be that some 
local authorities, and especially the 
smaller ones, may feel that re-organisa- 
tion of the work now handled under an 
Engineer’s control into two _ separate 
departments is not worth while. We shall 
hope and may expect that this argument 
will be discarded; a poor quality of design 
shows up to greater disadvantage in a 
small area than in a large, and no 
authority should feel that it is too poor to 
give proper consideration to amenity. 


National Technical Inquiry Bureau

circumstances. It will not act as a con- 
sumer advisory service, and no opinion 
will be expressed, except in general terms 
(whatever that may mean) on proprietory 
materials. 

Some step such as this has been urged 
on the National Federation for some 
years, and it in fact follows the lines of 
the LMBA advisory service which, under 
Mr. E. G. Dean, has proved extremely 
useful to members. It is recognised that 
this is a first step only, and we shall hope 
it may prove itself to such an extent that 
it may be followed by similar bureaux in 
the different regions. The bureau is, in 
fact, a move towards what must be the 
ultimate goal of a Research Station, 
staffed and paid by the industry, working 
in collaboration but on a different pro 
gramme, with the official Building Re- 
search Station.

Compressed Quantities 


sir,—As a builders’ estimator I would 
like to comment on the letter you pub- 
lished last week from Mr. Peter Gard 
ner, ARICS, on this subject. 

To my mind it appears that Mr. 
Gardner may have good intentions, but 
does not necessarily have a full appre- 
ciation of an estimator’s reqd@irements. 
Perhaps over the years, a wrong impres- 
sion of ‘labour only’ items has been 
gained because of the practice that many 
estimators adopt of putting only a 
nominal price or even a tick against 
them. This does not mean they have 
little or no value in reality, but simply 
that for the sake of convenience their 
value has been included in the price of 
‘ leading ’ items, e.g., ‘ labour only plumb- 
angle’ may be ticked or priced at say ld. 
ft. run; its actual cost is quite high and 
will have been included for in the main 
brick items. Such ‘leading’ items can- 
not be properly priced without due con- 


sideration being given to the ‘labour 
only’ items which are supplementary 
thereto. To speak of compressing the 
items in a bill of quantities with the 
inference that what is not given should 
be gleaned from drawings provided 
would only hamper the estimator, and be 
retrogressive. 

Far from having quantity surveyors 
provide less information I would like to 
see more and with quantities on the left 
hand side. Would it not be possible to 
give us rather more information against 
PC sums provided for specialist work? 
It would help if some idea could be given 
of the times required for off-site manu- 
facture and on-site fixing. 

When breaking-down site processes 
from a ‘ planning’ point of view, a bill 
of quantities in its present form is not 
much help. Arbitrary building stages 
have to be decided upon and very often 
quantities within those stages taken-off. 
Can not we have bills prepared in this 
stage fashion, or failing that would it be 
impossible to make quantity surveyor’s 
original dimensions a contract docu- 
ment?

THE HOTEL was requisitioned during the 
last war. On being handed back in 1947 
it was reinstated, modernised and private 
bathrooms provided as far as licensing 
would permit. Although contemporary 
decor was adopted, the company decided 
in 1957 on a further programme of 
modernisation. A study of the clientele 
showed that there were too many single 
bedrooms and too few doubles. 


Each room has a private bathroom, and 
the balance between single and double 
rooms is corrected, whilst providing a 
number of rooms which could be let as 
either, as well as some family rooms with 
three beds. Although the number of bed- 
rooms has been reduced slightly the overall 
accommodation has been increased. 


The work has been divided into four 
phases, each taking approximately five 
weeks (eight weeks for the grill room, and 
kitchen) to enable the hotel to run to 
maximum capacity whilst the work was in 
progress. 

A prototype bedroom was built in the 
spring of 1958. This made it possible to 
fix the correct heights for backboards and 
light fittings and to adjust the artificial 
lighting as well as the proportions and 
positions of the two woods used, i.e., sapele 
and bleached beech. 


Alterations on the third and fourth 
floor were carried out between November, 
1958 and April, 1959. Detail improvements 
to the design of luggage racks, dressing 
table mirrors and wardrobes were made 
and a second prototype room built in the

This winter the original kitchens will 
be altered, a mew breakfast servery 
constructed and further bedrooms 
modernised. The remaining bedrooms 
will be completed in twelve months’ 
time. 


Bedroom fittings are finished with 
sapele Pagwood with bleached beech 
Pagwood tops. Wardrobes are in 
natural sapele. The walls are painted 
a light grey and all skirtings, windows, 
doors, frames and architraves white.

The kitchen is fitted out with the 
latest equipment which, apart from the 
charcoal grill, is electrically operated. 
Iced water is available on tap and a 
special wine store provided to keep red

Walls are multicoloured 
melamine finished fabric, and the floor 
terracotta lino tiles.

Architects as Chief LA Officers 
Municipal Engineers’ Reply to RIBA Statement 


The Institution of Municipal Engineers, through its secretary, Mr. H. V. 
Overfield, B.Sc, has sent out (November 23) a letter to Town Clerks in a 


number of the larger local authorities. 


The letter takes the form of a reply 


to the action of the Royal Institute of British Architects in writing to a large 
number of local authorities advocating the setting up of a separate new 
department with an architect as chief officer (see ‘ The Builder’ of Novem- 


ber 11, p. 873). 


THE PRESIDENT of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects has taken the unusual 
step of addressing a letter to your 
authority, advocating the establishment of 
a separate and new Department with an 
architect as a Chief Officer. As a con- 
sequence I have been instructed to put 
before you the views of the Council of the 
Institution of Municipal Engineers on 
this matter. 

If you have considered it necessary to 
bring the letter from the RIBA to one 
of your committees I would ask you to 
submit this letter also to that committee. 

1. The Council agree that local authori- 
ties should obtain appropriate and skilled 
architectural advice, and in fact prac- 
tically all of them are doing so at the pre- 
sent time; but the proposal generally to 
create independent architectural depart- 
ments is made not in the interests of local 
authorities but to enhance the status of a 
particular profession, without due regard 
to the facts or the necessities of the case. 

2. Considerably more than 50 per cent 
of the building work carried out by local 
authorities is of an engineering character, 
and cannot be designed and carried out 
by architects alone. Collaboration 
between engineers and architects is 
therefore necessary, and the problem is 
how such collaboration can best be ob- 
tained in the interests not primarily of 
either profession but of the local authori- 
ties which they serve.

The text of the IME letter follows: 


3. These teams, each led by an Engineer 
to the Local Authority, have built with 
distinction, business efficiency and eco- 
nomy over 60 per cent of the 34 million 
local authority houses and many other 
buildings. 

4. The creation of an independent archi- 
tectural department would entail the co- 
operation of two separate staffs, each 
under its own Chief Officer. While this 
may be found to be desirable in certain 
of the largest authorities, it cannot be 
recommended as a method for general 
adoption, since it involves difficulties in 
securing co-ordination, and is wasteful of 
money and particularly of staff time. It 
should be pointed out that, where there 
are separate departments, staff cannot be 
readily transferred from one job to 
another, which is so necessary to secure 
the most economical use of personnel. 

5. Undoubtedly the best method, from 
the point of view of economic and effi- 
cient local administration, is a single 
department co-ordinating and carrying 
out all building activities, including their 
engineering, architectural and planning 
aspects, controlled by one chief officer 
with assistants who are qualified in the 
various branches of the work to be 
carried out. Obviously such an arrange- 
ment will mean that assistants qualified 
in one profession will have to serve on 
the staff of a co-ordinating chief who is 
himself qualified in another profession. 

6. Sir William Holford in his letter to 
you suggests that better architects will 
work for your authority if you make an 
architect your chief officer. This argu- 
ment if valid would mean that poorer 
engineers would work in a team headed 
by a chief architect. and consequently the 
vitals of any structure would be the 
poorer. Structural stability with overall 
economy are the essentials of a building 
and with these essentials one agrees it is 
highly desirable to combine beauty. 

7. The Architects’ statement mentions 
the number of authorities who have 
created separate departments but fails to 
draw your attention to the number who 
have been disappointed with the results 
and have abandoned the experiment 
either wholly or in part. 

8. The statement of the RIBA Coun- 
cil drawing attention to the outstanding 
work of the Architect’s department in 
the London County Council and in the 
Ministry of Education infers that similar 
results would be obtained by creating 
separate architects’ departments in most 
local authorities. By no stretch of the 
imagination does this follow. 

9. The position of the London County 
Council is unique. Its income, popula- 
tion and resources equal or surpass those 
of some countries, and the salaries paid 
to their architectural staff are in accord- 
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ance with these resources. An economic 
and sensible approach to architectural 
work in an authority of that vast size does 
not provide a parallel for the average 
authority of 40-100,000 population. .. . 

10. The most notable achievements of 
the team of Ministry of Education archi- 
tects have been achieved by a programme 
of research well beyond the means of all 
but the wealthiest local authorities. This 
example of central Government direction 
of architectural work, which provides the 
benefits of large-scale architectural 
research and planning, is available to 
every local authority irrespective of how 
their architectural work is organised. 

11. Similarly the results of work by 
architects on cost study and increasing 
efficiency are available to all architects. 

12. It is indeed unfortunate that there 
is a shortage of adequately trained and 
experienced staff in most of the profes- 
sions allied in building and that the 
rewards available in local authority work 
are insufficient to attract recruits from 
other fields. This staff shortage has 
sometimes led to criticism of the depart- 
ment responsible. The creation of 
separate architects’ departments will do 
nothing to remedy the position but will 
only intensify the competition for addi- 
tional staff. 

13. Local authorities may therefore be 
invited freely to consider whether the 
co-ordinating officer should be an 
engineer and surveyor or an architect. 
Hitherto he has, with rare exceptions, 
been qualified as an engineer and sur- 
veyor, and any proposal to depart from a 
practice which has worked well in the 
past should be examined in the light of 
the fact that the vast majority of the 
technical work carried out by local 
authorities is engineering and surveying, 
and that these subjects also form the 
basis of town and country planning. It 
should also be noted that the training 
and experience of local government 
engineers and surveyors covers much of 
the work included in the practice of 
architecture. 


Conclusion 


14. In conclusion, it is not the inten- 
tion of this Institution to decry the pro- 
fessional work or quality of a sister pro- 
fession. We do not deny that there are 
a number of very efficient architects’ 
departments in the country and that 
these have done good work for the very 
large authorities. It does not follow that 
all authorities should do likewise and 
thereby upset the ‘all purpose’ Depart- 
ments which are at present operating 
efficiently. 


RIBA’s Comments 


A spokesman for the RIBA said: ‘ The 
RIBA statement was issued not to start 
an. inter-professional squabble about 
status, but to make proposals about the 
best way to promote good architecture 
and efficient building by local authorities. 
The fifty-eight county and non-county 
boroughs that have appointed architects 
as chief officers in the last twenty years 
have done so to get better buildings at 
no extra cost and in a shorter time and 
not to enhance the status of architects.’

Competition for New Civic Centre, Neath

THE ASSESSOR’S PLACINGS in this open competition are given on 
page 1011. Of the 42 designs submitted the assessor makes 
the following comments in his report: 

* The plans submitted fall into three main groups: (1) Those 
who have planned separate blocks for the Borough and Rural 
Council Offices, with the council chamber, etc., placed between 
the two blocks; (2) Those planned as one continuous block 
of offices, but divided in the centre, with one half for the 
Borough and one half for the Rural District, with the council 
chamber forming a “T” opposite the centre of the block; 
and (3) Those who have planned the Borough and Rural Offices 
in the form of a square with an internal lighting court and with 
the council chamber in the middle of one of the long sides. 

‘The majority of competitors have placed the assembly hall 
adjacent to the proposed new road at the north-west end of 
the site with access either from the proposed new road or 
from the new ring road, but others have placed the hall in 
the south-east corner of the site, and one or two have put it 
in the centre near the southern boundary.’ 

Of the winning design the assessor writes: ‘The author 
places his buildings admirably on the site, leaving sufficient 
open space for planting, and keeping the main office blocks and 
council chamber a reasonable distance from the road. 

‘ An attractive feature of this scheme is the broad pedestrian 
walkway which goes right through the site parallel with the 
southern boundary, passing under the council chamber. There 
is a service road on the southern boundary leading to the 
car park at lower ground floor level. This service road also 
gives access to the weights and measures department under the 
ground floor of the borough council offices. 

‘ The author estimates his cost as £420,844. I have had his 
calculations checked, and the cubic contents are rather lower

than those calculated. Bearing this in mind, and also the 
high standard of finishes which the author has set himself, I 
consider that this design would cost nearer £450,000.’ 

WINNER’S REPORT: In his report, the winner states that 
the siting of the future "bus station immediately NW of the 
civic centre and the future extension of the road proposed 
between these two sites to the civic gardens and town centre 
suggested that the banqueting and concert hall should be sited 
NW of the civic centre site. The maximum amount of the 
site area is open to the public and a broad public footpath has 
been planned along the centre, running from SE to NW. 
Cars and service vehicles are restricted to well-defined areas. 
Although the RDC council offices and the Borough Council 
offices are identical in planning and elevational treatment, they 
will appear as entirely separate buildings, independence being 
emphasised by the central pedestrian way. 

Main construction is a r.c. structural frame with concrete 
floors, external walls being made up of infill aluminium window 
wall units, with a silver anodised finish. The perimeter beams 
of the floor slab are exposed externally. All exposed concrete 
sections will be finished with selected white fine aggregates. 
The end slab walls on the walls about the council chamber 
and the Treasurer’s department will be faced with concrete 
slabs, bush-hammered to expose the selected grey aggregates. 

The banqueting and concert hall is a r.c. framed building 
with columns and beams at 12 ft. intervals spanning the full 
width. The finishes to structural frames and the stiffening 
concrete mullions at 6 ft. centres will be used as in the office 
blocks. The infill external panels about the stage and the 
hail on NW face of the building will be finished with a dark 
grey brick set in light-grey recessed mortar joints. Infill 
aluminium curtain walls will be anodised black. 
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The Effect of Design on Speed of Construction 


Mr. Raymond Mais and Mr. Philip Bennett give fourth Yerbury Lecture 


The fourth and final lecture in the series of Yerbury Foundation lectures 
on collaboration within the building industry was given on November 21 


in the Henry Jarvis hall at the RIBA. 


Speakers were Mr. Raymond Mais, 


OBE (director, Messrs. Trollope & Colls, Ltd.), and Mr. Philip Bennett, MA, 


FRIBA. 


Their subject was ‘ The Effect of Design on Speed of Construction.’ 


Mr. Cyril Sweett, chairman RICS quantity surveyors’ committee, was in 


the chair. 


Full extracts from the papers and discussion follow : 


Mr. Raymond Mais’s Paper 


rHIS INTEREST in the speed of building 
work is not, of course, a new concept in 
the industry. One gains the impression 
today that it is only in the last few years 
that the need to build fast has been fully 
appreciated—this is of course a wrong 
assumption. For instance, I will give you 
brief details of three selected projects 
carried out between the wars with their 
total cost adjusted to present-day values. 

1. Shell Mex House, Strand: Value 
£3,368,000. Total cube of building 
7,648,000 ft. cube. Total time from access 
to site to clients’ occupation 24 months. 

2. Wellcome Foundation: Value 
£1,158,000. Total cube of building 
2,555,000 ft. cube. Time taken from 
access to site to completion 13 months. 

3. Scottish Widows Offices, Cornhill: 
Value £440,000. Total cube of building 
653,000 ft. cube. Time taken 13 months. 

In adjusting the pre-war cost to present- 
day standards the Venning Index* has 
been used. All these buildings had 
Portland stone cladding to all elevations, 
substantial sub-structures and high 
quality finishings. You will probably 
agree that it would be extremely difficult 
to improve on these times today. 

The difference today is that it is no 
longer reasonable to accelerate the pro- 
gress of the work by the uneconomical 
use of labour. Another difference today 
is that a greater part of the control of 
speed has passed from the general fore-

man on site and is now in the hands of 
the architect and the engineer. 

I do not think you can divorce good 
organisation and forward planning from 
economic design or rapid construction. 
Many architects I know appreciate that 
speed during construction starts on the 
drawing board; these are frequently the 
ones who have had site experience and 
in their case the need for prior consulta- 
tion with a contractor may not be so 
essential, but undoubtedly some form of 
early consultation, no matter how experi- 
enced the professional advisers may be, 
must inevitably have a beneficial effect on 
the ultimate speed of the project. 

It must be realised that the measures 
taken during design in order to speed the 
progress of the work may sometimes 
slightly increase the initial capital cost, 
but these must be set against the savings 
which will accrue to a client by an early 
completion. 

Delays in the flow of information on a 
contract are one of the chief causes of 
delay and can more than offset any saving 
in time which may have been achieved in 
the design. Once a contract has lost 
tempo, it is extremely difficult to restore 
it. 

The Package Deal 


In recent years we have seen the intro- 
duction of what is known as the package 
deal. It is my opinion that unless there 
is an improvement in the co-operation 
between the professions and the industry 
working as a team, there is a danger that 
the package deal will gain in popularity, 
and personally I doubt whether this is 
good either for the client or for the 
industry. 

If one considers broadly the time taken 
for the erection of a typical office build- 
ing, about one-third of the erection time 
is taken on foundations and sub-structure, 
one-third on the superstructure and clad- 
ding and a third on services and finishes. 
From this it is evident that the construc- 
tion time is divided approximately equally 
between structural design and architec- 
tural design. The structural designer is 
limited in his choice of design, but is 
subjected to fewer individual require- 
ments and may incorporate features which 
have been found on previous work to 
reduce the cost, the time, or both. The 
architect, however, often has a wide 
choice of alternative layouts for the build- 
ing, its services, materials for its cladding 
and internal finishes. 

It is probably true, therefore, to say 
that the architect, through this wider 
choice of alternatives, exerts the greater

influence on the speed of construction 
and upon him therefore rests the main 
responsibility. 


Foundations and Retaining Walls 


Dealing with the major problems which 
face the design team the first is probably 
the choice of foundations—whether these 
should be normal footings or piles. For 
the high tower blocks, where the average 
pressure per sq. ft. of the building is 
greater than the safe bearing pressure of 
the ground, and the consequences of an 
unequal rate of settlement would be more 
apparent, then piles are probably an 
essential feature of the design, but for 
normal buildings of, say eight to ten 
storeys, piles should only be used where 
suitable ground for footings is not avail- 
able at shallow depths. This seems very 
obvious and it would not have been men- 
tioned but that there seems to be a grow- 
ing tendency to pile where normal foot- 
ings have been used in the past and have 
proved to be perfectly satisfactory. Such 
piling can add considerably to construc- 
tion time, and time lost at this stage can 
hardly if ever be recovered. 

The designs of basement retaining walls 
can also be a frequent delay on a contract. 
It is very doubtful whether the method of 
excavating the ‘dumpling’ first shows 
any saving in time. There is no doubt 
from my experience that, in cities where 
it is vital to safeguard adjoining streets 
and/or property, the only safe method of 
constructing the basement retaining wall 
is in trench and frequently it is also the 
quickest. 

The next major decision facing the 
engineer is the choice of the type of 
frame, whether to use steel or concrete. 
In the past it has so frequently been said 
that a steel frame is cheaper and quicker 
than a reinforced concrete frame. Ten 
years ago the late Oscar Faber wrote: 

‘It may be said, as a result of much 
experience in design and estimating 
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both steel and reinforced concrete 
structures, that for ordinary multi- 
storey buildings and the like, re- 
inforced concrete is about 30 per cent 
more economical than steel uncased 
and about 40 per cent more 
economical than steel cased.’ 

No doubt there has been a change in 
the relative prices of steel and reinforced 
concrete since that was written. It does, 
however, give a fair picture of the greater 
cost of a steel frame protected to con- 
form to the requirements of the fire regu- 
lations. And it is a fact that a multi- 
storey building with a steel frame com- 
plete with its floors and concrete casings 
will take a month or two longer to com- 
plete than a similar building with a re- 
inforced concrete frame. It must in fair- 
ness be admitted that a steel frame has 
advantages if at some future date altera- 
tions become necessary. And while on 
the subject of frames, mention should be 
made of the desirability of standardising 
beam and column sizes in order to 
obtain the maximum possible uses from 
the formwork. 


Economics of Precasting 


Our work is carried out in difficult con- 
ditions, exposed to the weather and with 
a labour force liable to change frequently, 
and so attempts have been made for many 
years to precast a part or all of the re- 
inforced concrete frame. It is alleged 
that there is thus a saving in the cost 
and in the time of erection. Certainly I 
would agree that there is a saving in the 
cost of shuttering by eliminating a great 
deal of it and by allowing greater oppor- 
tunities for repetitive use. Unfortunately 
some, if not all, of this saving is lost in 
the cost of handling and transporting 
heavy and awkward units from the factory 
to the site. I doubt whether there is any 
saving in time or cost in using precast 
concrete framing instead of in situ for 
multi-storey buildings. 

This is not intended as a condemnation 
of all precast work. Precast concrete 
has proved to be very suitable on 
occasions—for example, for single-storey 
industrial buildings particularly where 
there is standardisation. Precast con- 
crete framing may also be suitable where 
climatic conditions cause outside con- 
struction work to be halted. 

Before leaving the question of frames, 
may I make one last plea to those de- 
signing with a view to rapid construction 

whatever type of frame you may 
finally adopt, try to avoid a mixture of 
different systems such as I experienced a 
year or two ago of part pre-stressed pre- 
cast concrete units, part precast units and 
part in situ concrete—this resulted in un- 
economic use of cranes, insufficient work 
for site concrete gangs, and poor time, 44 
weeks per floor. 

With respect to speed, the essential re- 
quirement for the cladding is that it shall 
be chosen and designed to allow the least 
lapse of time between the frame construc- 
tion and the complete enclosure of the 
building. There can be no doubt that in 
meeting this requirement there is scope 
for greater development in pre-fabrica- 
tion. The Americans are far ahead of 
us in the matter of pre-fabricated clad- 


ding; whether we would like the finished 
product is another matter but certainly 
if we are to speed up still further our 
construction programmes, in particular 
for tall buildings, then pre-fabrication 
must receive more attention. 
In my brief I was asked to comment on 
the following: 
(i) Effect of speed on cost; 
(ii) Relationship of height to cost 
and speed. 
(iii) Relationship of 
shape to cost and speed.

The Effect of Speed on Cost: Does it 
Reduce or Increase? 


All contracts have their own charac- 
teristics but there is an economic speed 
for all. It is a difficult thing to judge, 
but it is one to which great care should 
be given in the planning stage of any pro- 
ject, because if you exceed the economic 
speed or fall behind it, it will probably 
cost you money. I would say, generally 
speaking, that having decided on the 
economic speed, it will cost you more if 
you fall behind programme than it will 
if you accelerate the progress, but 
undoubtedly to force the progress of a 
job beyond the economic speed will 
increase the cost of construction. This, 
of course, again must be offset against 
any money saved by the building owner 
by an early completion. 

Also under this heading I must again 
come back to the question of availability 
of drawings and information. And there 
is one other factor of which one must not 
lose sight. If a job is speeded up it 
creates a sense of urgency and the opera- 
tives are conscious of this and outputs 
may fall; in spite of full employment 
there is still a somewhat natural reluc- 
tance to ‘ work oneself out of a job.’ 


Relationship of Height to Cost and Speed 

As yet it is difficult accurately to 
assess what extra cost is involved for 
the construction of tower-like structures, 
and opinions may differ widely. My 
experience has been that to construct a 
building of say 15 or more floors in 
height exceeds the cost of a traditional 
building of six to eight floors by between 
6d. and 9d. a foot cube. However, a 
tower building must take longer to com- 
plete than would a six- or eight-storey 
building providing the same total floor 
area. 

It is obvious that buildings in future 
must spread upwards rather than out- 
wards, and it is on the tall buildings 
where, I think, we have considerable 
scope for research in order to speed up 
construction methods and_ design. 
Undoubtedly one which must be 
examined is, as already mentioned, the 
method of cladding. 


Relationship of Layout and Shape to 
Cost and Speed 


This point, already covered by a pre- 
vious paper, is a difficult one on which to 
comment, because the main factor affect- 
ing speed and cost in so far as layout is 
concerned is connected with construction 
methods and the type of plant to be used 
—to select a most obvious example, the 


reach and lift of the cranes to be 


employed. Now unless it is a negotiated 
contract in which the contractor is 
appointed in the very early planning 
stage, the architect cannot know what 
plant or methods the contractor will in 
fact use. He therefore basically must 
plan to suit the site, his client’s require- 
ments and his own conception, and it is 
only later that it may be found that this 
provides a somewhat difficult contract to 
construct. Further than this I would 
prefer not to comment. 


UK Methods Compared with USA 


I prepared this paper in draft before 
going on a tour of constructional works 
in America and Canada. We saw a con- 
siderable number of contracts, and the 
time taken below ground is roughly the 
same as we take in this country. The 
frame, if it is of reinforced concrete, is 
also much the same. It is on the cladding 
and the finishings that the time is saved; 
a multi-storey building is clad by means 
of curtain walling in a matter of weeks, 
and on several large buildings it was 
found that from the time the building was 
wind and water tight all the internal 
finishings were completed in 3-4 months. 
This was entirely due to the almost com- 
plete elimination of wet trades. Joinery 
also was almost, if not completely, non- 
existent, doors and frames being in 
aluminium as were the windows. Internal 
partitions came ready finished and the 
ceilings were almost without exception 
formed of acoustic tiles left undecorated. 
In other words, with the exception of 
plastering and painting to the enclosure 
walls to lift and stair wells there was little 
or no plastering and painting in the build- 
ing. 

The maintenance cost for the exterior 
and interior was very low, and on a num- 
ber of buildings as far as the exterior was 
concerned it just did not exist. 

Now let us be quite clear that this very 
substantial saving in time is due to an 
entirely different approach to the finishing 
of a building and is something which the 
contractor cannot control. It can only be 
started in the architect’s office and the 
architect cannot be held fully responsible. 
The problem is in the education of the 
client to accept a more austere finish. 
Whether he will, or whether we want to 
persuade him to, is an entirely different 
matter. 

Another point on the design which 
obviously greatly affected the speed of 
the contract was brought about by the 
method used in America and Canada for 
tendering. Let me say before I go any 
further that I do not want to see this 
method adopted in this country, but 
nevertheless it did have an effect on speed, 
for as you probably already know only 
too well, quantity surveyors as we know 
them do not exist in North America; 
therefore the architect is compelled to 
plan his project in detail before he invites 
tenders, with the result that the contrac- 
tor is in possession of nearly all the 
information he requires before he starts 
his job. 

I cannot conclude without referring to 
the American attitude to concreting. In

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More Everyday Things

18. Order of the Bath 


WHAT could be more of an everyday thing 
than a bath? Yet it was not always so. 
Reading of the ceremony of the Order of 
the Bath which took place the other day, 
I went to the trouble of finding out that 
this was founded somewhere about 
A.D. 1300. Cleansing and bathing used 
to be the prelude to the knighthood of 
this Order. 

Nowadays I do not think a house with- 
out a bath would qualify as a habitation, 
but the introduction of baths, surprising 
as it may seem to some of us, is really 
quite a recent innovation. When baths 
were first installed in houses it was 
usually in some spare room which had 
to be transformed into a bathroom. The 
baths were generally magnificent struc- 
tures made from marble, set in water- 
proof cement, with copper cramps and 
dowels. The less superior variety were 
in slate. They were encased in mahogany 
and raised on a pedestal—probably a 
necessary arrangement to allow the water 
to get away. Nevertheless, the pedestal 
gave great dignity and the ‘tout 
ensemble’ became the ‘* piéce-de-résis- 
tance’ of the establishment. They often 
had equally magnificent taps, with water 
gushing out from lions’ mouths. 


I am sure many of us, charged with the 
task of renovating old houses and intro- 
ducing every modern convenience, have 
found ourselves a little sad at having to 
remove these fine old stately baths. 

One of the first jobs I was put on to 
when I entered a London office was a 
large house for a noble lord. We were 
very troubled because he refused to have 
a bathroom installed; he preferred the

hip-bath in the bedrooms, ceremoniously 
brought in by the footman. Finally, he 
did allow us the concession of one bath- 
room for the guests.

TO OFFER SUPERLATIVES in praise of 
*Spon’s’ would be as ludicrous as saying 
that the ‘ Encyclopaedia Britannica’ was 
a ‘useful’ book of reference. The mere 
fact that the present volume is the eighty- 
sixth edition is sufficient proof of its value 
and demand. What should be noted is 
that this edition is the result of a com- 
plete revision in which certain items have 
been added and prices and other relevant 
data amended. More specifically, the 
prices have been amended to June, 1960. 
The book continues to provide an excep- 
tionally wide coverage of materials, plant 
and labour with ancillary information 
such as specialist work, professional fees 
and conversion tables. It also supplies 
a valuable guide to the cost factor when 
consideration is made of alternative 
materials or methods of construction, 
dealt with under a sectional heading, 
* comparative prices.’ 

The volume is, as with previous 
editions, laid out in the traditional 
manner, with the result that it is simple 
to use and ideal for quick reference; a 
typical section, on estimating, gives the 
rates of wages, working rules, materials 


by trade, plant, and measured work. 
Appendices give the standard prices for 
manufactured products and the excellent 
buyer's guide, containing brand lists with 
a brief description and the manufacturer’s 
name, is printed on blue paper for greater 
ease and convenience. That the editors 
are practising quantity surveyors of repute 
who, more than anyone, should under- 
stand what is required of a book of this 
nature, is a commendable pointer to the 
publisher’s realistic policy and business 
acumen. Altogether the expected stan- 
dards required of an established work 
used by very critical people is fully main- 
tained. At atime when the standard and 
presentation of technical information is 
under fire such a reputation is both rare 
and welcomed.

Bungalow Not on 
Building Line 


Minister Dismisses Appeal but 
Allows Building to Proceed 


THE MINISTER OF HOUSING has dismissed 
the appeal of Mr. Dennis Wood, against 
Croydon Council’s order to stop erection 
of his £5,000 bungalow on Biggin-hill. 
Upper Norwood, on the grounds that it 
had been built 15 ft. 6 in. from a 
boundary instead of 30 ft. as shown on 
the plans submitted, on a technicality. 
However, the Minister has advised Mr. 
Wood that he can keep the bungalow and 
the work on it could be restarted at once. 

In announcing his decision the Minister 
dismissed the complaint from nearby 
residents that on its present site the 
bungalow would detract from their 
amenities. Because the site on which 
the bungalow had been built did not cor- 
respond with that shown on any of the 
plans which Mr. Wood had submitted to 
Croydon Planning Committee he had 
decided that he had to dismiss the appeal, 
but this was ‘ without prejudice’ and Mr. 
Wood could make a fresh application for 
planning permission to complete the 
bungalow on its present site. In the cir- 
cumstances there was no reason why 
work should not proceed ‘while this 
formality was being complied with,’ the 
Minister stated. 

Mr. Wood asked, at the public inquiry 
into the appeal, to be awarded a substan- 
tial sum in costs to indemnify him against 
his losses. When making his announce- 
ment the Minister said he was still con- 
sidering the question of costs.

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this country we seem to be forever trying 
to produce a drier mix—with ever in- 
creasing difficulties in placing. Nearly 
everywhere we went in America we found 
that the slump for sub-structures and 
foundations was seldom less than 4 in. 
and frequently as high as 6 in. and for 
beams, columns and floors it was between 
34 in. and 5 in. This enabled concrete 


to be placed very easily and quickly, the 
yardage placed each day was very high 
and the finish obtained was naturally 
excellent. The general policy was to 
decide upon the maximum quantity of 
concrete capable of being placed per day 
and to provide sufficient formwork to 
enable this to be achieved regardless of 
the number of uses obtained. 


Mr. Philip Bennett’s Paper 


BEFORE COMING TO HIS PAPER, MR. BENNETT 
said: Mr. Mais has referred to the con- 
trol of speed of contracts passing from 
the general foreman to the architect and 
engineer. I must take him up on this 
point and suggest that it should never 
have been the responsibility of the fore- 
man, neither is it at all in the hands of 
the architect and engineer. The general 
foreman has a full-time job on the site 
dealing with the actual building opera- 
tions in progress and the control of speed 
must be a matter for head office which 
is responsible for co-ordinating in the 
long term all the work, subcontractors, 
etc. This is not and never has been in 
the hands of the architect and engineer, 
and suggestions made by contractors that 
the nomination of certain specialists 
removes control from their hands is 
entirely wishful thinking; there are too 
many contractors who are delighted at 
the prospect of avoiding any organisa- 
tional effort whatsoever. 

Opening his paper Mr. Bennett said: 

Buildings are remarkably like human 
beings. They have of necessity an infinite 
variety and all the statistics that are pro- 
duced on cost, on the necessary floor 
space per person in offices or the number 
of people per dwelling, produce average 
figures which come from the sum of such 
a wide range that the number of items 
which are actually at the mean level, are 
only a small proportion of the total. So 
all the statistical information and the 
examination that may be made of indivi- 
dual buildings must be intelligently and 
competently applied in the light of all the 
circumstances that prevail on the par- 
ticular site for the particular client at the 
particular time. 


The Architect as Leader 


The solution of this problem in any 
building today is the site assembly of 
mainly standardised products to produce 
what in normal manufacturing parlance 
would be called a first prototype. It is 
quite essential under these conditions 
that the architect should be fully aware 
at every stage of his design of the effect 
of his design on cost and appearance. The 
architect must lead the team and in his 
development he will be assisted by con- 
sultant engineers, contractors and sub- 
contractors, but he is charged with the 
special responsibility of choosing from 
the many alternatives which each may 
produce that which contributes the most 
to the whole from all aspects. 

The multiplication of materials, 
finishes and techniques which this century 


has produced and which the last decade 
has made usable, are probably the biggest 
embarrassment and, in fact, one might 
say the most serious difficulty facing 
architects. 

In considering the effect of design on 
speed of construction two points must 
be borne in mind: 

1. There is an optimum speed for 
building most buildings. Building 
faster or slower than this will increase 
cost. 

2. That a saving of a few weeks, if 
it reduces the beauty of the finished 
building, the efficiency of its use and 
standard of finish is a doubtful asset 
if that building is expected to last 
between 75 and 100 years. 


Saving Man Hours 


In considering design for speed, we 
must have simplicity and repetition. The 
primary object is to reduce the total 
number of man hours required to con- 
Struct the building, and second, to 
reduce the number of man_ hours 
required on site. These are aspects of 
design which should become second 
nature to the architect from his know- 
ledge of all the crafts and technologies 
which make up his building. He must 
develop an analytical mind which will 
enable him to ask the necessary questions 
of his specialists and to appreciate their 
answers without necessarily himself 
understanding the whole of the details 
that make up their specialist knowledge. 
Parallel with that he will have acquired 
a knowledge of contract and contractors, 
site organisation and plant. 

The twin solutions of simplicity and 
repetition start with the plan and one 
appreciates that every architectural 
feature on the elevation delays the con- 
tract. On the other hand simplicity in 
detailing of beautiful materials using 
large flat sheets of fine marble or timber 
or simple sections of stainless steel can 
do much to give richness while still 
retaining qualities of simplicity and 
speed. 

To an increasing extent the architect 
must believe the manufacturers’ litera- 
ture, and it is therefore essential that 
the manufacturers’ literature should be 
based on some common denominator of 
performance, be it standard or code of 
practice, which allows the architect to 
satisfy himself readily over technical 
qualities of the materials that he is using, 
even though he cannot be familiar in 
detail with their chemical composition. 
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One of the points that architects must 
particularly have in mind is the toler- 
ances needed between materials of dif- 
ferent kinds. Faster site work particularly 
in the backing trades of concrete and 
brickwork produces structures in which 
the variations are considerably more than 
can be tolerated in marble, granite or 
metal work, and where speed is of 
particular importance the _ tolerances 
allowed must be substantial and the 
methods of covering the gaps between 
various materials clear cut and bold. To 
expect concrete to be placed in large 
areas with an accuracy of plus or minus 
an 4 in. will in itself slow down the work 
considerably even if the sections in ques- 
tion are simple, and variations of plus or 
minus 4 in. must be accepted as normal 
and more than this is not unusual. The 
quality of contractors’ own staff needed 
to set out large buildings at speed is 
high and an expensive addition to over- 
heads. 

To go from the general to the particu- 
lar, each trade must be considered on its 
own merits. Below ground, the sacrifice 
of some basement space, which will avoid 
underpinning and permit foundations to 
be kept away from adjoining buildings, 
and, in the case of cleared sites, the com- 
plete avoidance of basements, both 
materially assist speed. Wherever pos- 
sible excavation should be in bulk and 
by mechanical means, and individually 
dug mass foundations should be avoided 
from the point of view of speed although 
bulk excavation may often mean some 
increase in cost. 

Once one is above ground all trades 
have points in common which affect both 
time and cost, and one must consider the 
various factors which affect pre-fabrica- 
tion. 

1. The less material used the less 
will be the time and cost. 

2. The less the varieties of shape, 
the less will be the time. 

3. The smaller number of labours 
which are required for each unit, the 
less will be the time. 

4. The more work that can be 
fabricated at one time in one place 
by long line production methods 
whether it is on the ground, at the 
site or in the workshop, the less will 
be the time. 

The foregoing are balanced by a series 
of points which are the reverse. 

l. The bigger the unit the more 
difficult to handle, the more the time. 

2. The lighter the unit the more 
risk of damage, the need for stiffening 
and packing for transport, the more 
the cost. 

3. In structure in particular, the 
bigger the members the more compli- 
cated the joints, the more the cost. 


Why Brick is Popular 


And so one comes to the appreciation 
of all pre-fabrication as being ideally off 
site fabrication by the most economical 
long line production methods, of units 
which do not damage in transport, are 
easy to handle and readily assembled, 
which is why the brick is still so popular. 

Some special research is needed in pre- 
fabricated external wall panels which will 
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be easily handled, provide satisfactory 
water-tight joints, will weather well, and 
whose thermal movement will not be 
such as to affect either their own 
Stability or the effectiveness of their 
jointing. This is an extremely difficult 
problem for a country with a damp 
winter with a constant succession of 
frosts and thaws, and which has good 
bricks and adequate brick-layers. 

Frame design is a most fruitful source 
of saving time in multi-storey buildings in 
particular, and here pre-fabrication has 
added materially to the possibilities of 
saving time. In steel-framed buildings, 
roof and floor units of a pre-cast type un- 
doubtedly speed construction, and this is 
even more true of such things as metal 
decking, but for high buildings the time 
taken to put up the steel before cladding 
can start makes steel frames unacceptable. 
This is true in this country more than 
abroad because our safety regulations pre- 
vent effective work beneath the steel 
erectors without heavy protection, which 
nullifies the other advantage of such 
methods. 


Weakness of Precast Frames 

Precast concrete frames produce cer 
tain difficulties. Except for single-storey 
buildings they are normally more expen- 
sive than in situ work due to the cost 
of plant required to handle them on site 
and the cost of cartage to the site. But 
they have three other serious weaknesses: 
first, they confine the designer to simple 
regular repetitive shapes which frequently 
do not fit the type of sites that are found 


in cities, and by virtue of the fact that 
they do not fit precisely the requirements 
for such things as ventilation holes, stair- 
cases, etc., cause excessive expense by re- 
quiring in situ concrete to be carried 
out as well as the pre-fabricated work 
which covers the majority of the building 


and to this extent duplicate plant: 
second, the joints of such pre-fabricated 
units are a constant source of weakness: 
and third, most pre-fabricated systems re- 
quire some form of beam which makes 
the floor thickness overall structure rather 
more than would be the case with in situ 
work. This is particularly important 
where height limitations are imposed by 
the local authorities. 

One of the particular points of which 
the architect must be aware in 
endeavouring to design to suit speed is 
that most contractors in tendering pay 
little or no regard to the details and 
drawings even when these are provided 
and read only the quantities in the bill, 
and where an architect may standardise 
such things as beam shapes or floor slab 
thicknesses by thickening out some of 
the smaller members to give constant 
shutter sizes, he will merely pay for more 
shuttering and concrete and the result of 
saving by simplicity will accrue exclu- 
sively to the contractor. This has been 
emphasised in recent years when estima- 
tors have increasingly been drawn from 
surveyors with little or no understand- 
ing of actual building technique, and 
have become a quite separate part of con- 
tractors’ organisations. 

On site it is essential that the contract- 
tor should be able to operate plant that 


is provided on the site to the maximum, 
and that all labour employed on the site 
should be employed, as far as is possible, 
on series of straightforward operations 
which are repetitive or at least as alike 
as possible. If a 30 cwt. crane is to be 
used, it is essential that no member 
should be introduced into the site that 
weighs more than 30 cwt., but all mem- 
bers should be as near 30 cwt. as possible. 
If ‘in situ ’ concreting is to be carried out, 
it is most necessary to make sure that 
the quantity of ‘ in situ’ concrete justifies 
the full use of the plant which is neces- 
sarily supplied. 

When we consider factory production 
it must be remembered that this only 
becomes really economical when the units 
produced are used week in week out, year 
after year, with only a limited amount of 
modification each year or so. It is, there- 
fore economical to use a standard type 
door produced by a door manufacturing 
company, but if the doors required are 
not standard, it may well be more 
economical to adjust them in size to the 
requirements of every door rather than 
standardise to a short line which may be 
10, 20 or 30 doors. 

The one particular trade which has not 
yet solved its problem of installation is 
the lift engineer, and it is high time that 
the lift manufacturers devised a means of 
carrying out the great majority of their 
electrical connections in the workshop by, 
for example, assembling their main wire 
assemblies to the shaft on sneets of plastic 
which could be delivered rolled to the 
site, dropped down the shaft and fixed to 
the wall; with a simple set of connections 
to a complete wired frame in the motor 
room enabling the connections to be made 
in a month. The major limiting factor in 
the speed of construction of high blocks 
is the lift installation, and with improved 
techniques of installation of lifts several 
months could be cut off the erection time 
of most high buildings. 


The Size of Contract 

It must be appreciated that the size of 
contract required will have a major bear- 
ing on the type of contractor used, and 
the contractor that, ‘ prima facie,’ is the 
most economic for larger work, may well 
be the most expensive for smaller. It is 
an undoubted fact in production industry 
today, that the type of organisation re- 
quired for large work is different in kind 
from that required for small work. This 
difference applies throughout the organisa- 
tion, and it is of the utmost importance 
to appreciate, particularly where any long 
distance transport is involved, that a few 
items locally made may often be cheaper 
than the most highly standardised item 
transported some 100 or 200 miles. While 
this pattern is tending to change in all 
industries, it changes less quickly in the 
building industry than others because 
about one third of the total labour force 
and the organisational ability of the 
industry is applied to the maintenance of 
things that already exist. The men con- 
cerned in such maintenance must of 
necessity be trained in the crafts of the 
previous generation and they can apply 
these crafts in a small way to modern 
buildings, to the economic advantage of 


the small individual jobs. 

It is becoming increasingly noticeable 
to all architects, as jobs have tended in 
the last ten years to become bigger in size 
and value and less in number, that the 
number of contractors that efficiently and 
satisfactorily carry out a major contract, 
running into one million pounds or more, 
is extremely limited, especially if the 
contract is to be carried out at high 
speed. The biggest difficulty that faces 
architects is that for contracts ranging 
in value from £100,000 to £500,000 there 
are a very wide number of contractors 
who are capable of carrying out such con- 
tracts, a few of these being capable of 
carrying out such contracts only at a 
relatively slow speed. If an organisation 
is designed to spend say, £100,000 a year, 
it may well be able to carry out very 
economically contracts to the value of 
£200,000 in two years, compared with a 
bigger contractor carrying out the same 
contract in half the time, and it then 
becomes a matter of convincing one’s 
client that the increased capital cost for 
the faster speed is justified by the addi- 
tional return, and there are many clients 
in this coygtry to whom time has very 
little value, just as there are many clients 
to whom time is of considerable value. 


Variations in Time 
The main reasons for the variation in 
time between different contractors for the 
same contracts are as follows: 

1. By carrying out the work more 
slowly, the lack of organisation of 
the contractor is no longer important 
as the organisation can rely on the 
ability and memory of one principal 
who is able, because of his position, 
to take decisions and make arrange- 
ments more rapidly than any organi 
sation however good. 

2. By increasing the length of time, 
the number of employees used on the 
site at one time can be reduced and 
they can be specially trained on all 
items that repeat. They will prob- 
ably be employees who are more con- 
tinuously employed by the contractor 
and to that extent more associated 
with his interests in producing high 
quality, and their output taken indi- 
vidually would be extraordinarily 
high, and their individual output 
would be very difficult indeed to pro- 
duce on a contract, however well 
organised, with a greater number of 
men and a higher speed. 

3. Some of the more expensive 
building materials used, such as rapid 
hardening cement, would not have 
to be used, and the period of four to 
six weeks per floor would be 
accepted, in multi-storey buildings, 
instead of 10 days to a fortnight 
which one would hope to get from a 
better organised contractor. 

4. By elongating the period the 
organisation required is less, as sub- 
contractors and specialists can be 
brought in in a more leisurely manner 
over a_ longer period and _ the 
economics of the labour force 
referred to for the contractor, apply 
to others such as heating engineers 
and electricians, e.g., on a block of 
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flats, if one pair of fitters can do the 
whole of a block over a period of six 
months, on the whole they will do 
this more economically in pure labour 
than employing twice the number of 
men for slightly over half the time. 
In many cases in such work the fore- 
man himself, although of a lower 
grade, will be, in fact, a working fore- 
man and will organise as he works. If 
the benefits to the client of early 
occupation are ignored, it is true that 
for most buildings up to half a mil- 
lion, slower building is cheaper. 
One other point to be borne in mind 
is that by reducing the speed in general 
the amount of overtime paid can be 
reduced and this in itself will be an 


economy. 
The precise optimum speed varies from 


contractor to contractor, and architects 
must remember that, when they are 
asked to specify the precise time in 
which they require the contract to be 
finished, it does not follow that this is 
economic to all builders and they must 
adjust their tender list according to the 
sort of time that they require, and run 
tender lists for slow contractors and fast 
contractors. 

Design, in short, affects speed of con- 
struction at all stages from the broad 
general planning of the building to the 
choice of standard ironmongery; hinges 
with three screws are quicker to fix than 
hinges with four. A constant care of the 
architect must be to ensure that the need 
for speed is not allowed to affect the 
quality of the building that is offered to 
the client. 


Discussion 


OPENING THE DISCUSSION, which followed a 
vote of thanks proposed by MR. RONALD 
WATES, JP, FioB, seconded by MR. J. WOOD, MR. 
BRYAN WESTWOOD said he believed there was 
an optimum speed below which efficiency fell 
rapidly because no one cared what happened. 
But he found it difficult to believe that piling 
for foundations was generally slow as com- 
pared with in situ work. In the matter of 
tolerances it was a good point that architects 
should design so that extreme accuracy was 
not necessary to secure reasonable results. 
He did not agree with the speakers who 
seemed to assume that a framed building 
had necessarily to be clad, for much time 
might be saved with concrete which could 
act as a frame and still be perfectly present- 
able whether as external walls, coffered ceil- 
ings or elements of that kind. 

MR. PETER TRENCH said he did not think 
they had heard the end of the battle between 
reinforced concrete and steel. In the USA 
they would not consider doing a building of 
more than 12 storeys in reinforced concrete, 
though admittedly their building regulations 
were different and with steel they boarded 
as they went up, so that they could get on 
with the trades under the steel erectors. 

‘We have heard from Mr. Bennett such 
terms as “optimum speed,” “ economic 
speech” and “ maximum speed,”’ said Mr. 
Trench. *‘ We know that the maximum speed 
is as fast as anyone can go, but I would like 
an answer to this question: Mr. Bennett 
said “All cheap contracts are slow ? "—but 
slower than what? The optimum speed? 
How does an architect determine the opti- 
mum speed of a building contract ?’ 

MR. TOM MITCHELL: ‘ Neither speaker has 
discussed how the optimum speed is to be 
covered in the competitive element. It is the 
old story—that whatever we do, building 
costs more money. If there is an optimum 
speed there must be an optimum price, but 
we have no method of assessing that.’ 

MR. R. D. HAMMETT said he was always sur- 
prised at the general standard of foremen on 
jobs, and doubted whether any other indus- 
try would employ only a foreman or manager 
in the running of a shop or store. General 
contractors did not give the foreman suffi- 
cient support from head office. They did not 
have, on the site, sufficiently senior men with 
a proper organisation. Contrary to what Mr. 
Mais had said, he thought the standard of 
finish in USA was quite high, and from what 
he saw it appeared that the individual opera- 
tive in America had more respect for the 
work of the man who had gone before him. 
*The big difference, I am sure, lies in the 
lower standard of approach in the industry 
in Great Britain from almost all operatives, 
with the possible exception of joiners and 
carpenters,’ said Mr. emunett 


Mr. Mais’s Reply 


Answering points made in discussion, MR. 
MAIS said that Mr. Westwood’s point was 
difficult to answer: obviously there were 


conditions in which piling was a good method 
to adopt, but on a confined site you were 
restricted from doing anything else while 
the piling contractor was there, and progress 
was affected. To answer Mr. Trench’s point, 
in America they seemed to oversimplify— 
that when building up to 12 storeys one 
should use reinforced concrete and for 
everything above, steel. He (Mr. Mais) was 
not prepared to say that we could not do 
tall buildings in concrete, and just as quickly. 

Mr. Mitchell, he thought, seemed to be 
saying that whatever time a_ contractor 
quoted he would wriggle out of it by saying 
he must go faster or slower, and that it 
would cost the contractor money. Usually 
the contractor was asked to state the time 
he required. But when the contractor was 
appointed in the early stages it was a matter 
for the team—architect, engineer, surveyor 
and contractor—to decide the economic 
speed for the job, and it was fair to say 
that no good contractor would afterwards 
squeal for increased time. 

He could not agree with Mr. Hammett that 
foremen did not get adequate support from 
a good builder’s office. He did not know 
where the industry would be without the 
foremen, but it was true we were not get- 
ting them to the same extent as we used to. 
‘There are so many other attractions that 
it is not worthwhile to a man; and also so 
many who would have been foremen 30 
years ago now, as a result of the educational 
system, have better opportunities of becom- 
ing engineers. That is one reason why we are 
having to put in engineers and agents.’ 

He had been accused of saying that he 
found the standard of American finishes low. 
The standard was, in fact, very high, but in 
big buildings the finish was austere as com- 
pared with ours. American craftsmen could 
not hold a candle to ours, but they did have 
a greater sense of responsibility to their 
employers which extended to stepping up 
personal output to getting their guv’nor out 
of a tight contract. 


Mr. Bennett’s Reply 

MR. BENNETT Said that one of the ques- 
tions put to him was on optimum cost, from 
Mr. Mitchell, and another on optimum speed 
from Mr. Trench. And Mr. Mais had refer- 
red to tenders which came in on which the 
contractors quoted their own times. ‘I con- 
sider this absolutely excellent,’ said Mr. 
Bennett, ‘ but unfortunately it is against the 
present Code of Tendering procedure. It 
should, however, be a basic principle; contrac- 
tors should be allowed to tender on time as 
well as on cost because the optimum time is 
quite different with various contractors. In 
fact it would be quite difficult to produce 
six contractors in London with the same 
optimum time for a medium-size job, say 
£250,000. When we have to state a time, we 
are in great difficulty whether we state a 
time which will suit fast, average or slow 
contractors. The difference is something 
like 30 per cent—between 18 months and 
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two years for a precisely similar contract. 

‘Therefore I can only answer Mr. Trench 
by saying that this is a matter of experience 
of the various trades, based generally on a 
knowledge of the specialist sub-contractors 
who are likely to effect the work.’ 

As far as optimum cost was concerned 
(continued Mr. Bennett) he would have said 
that this was the lowest price for which one 
could get a competitive tender if one stated 
specifically that you did not mind how long 
you wait. Then one would not mind how 
long the contract took, for one would get 
lower prices from smaller firms. That 
would not be true of certain types of con- 
tract where there was scope for a great deal 
of repetition. But on an ordinary London 
building, say of 7 or 8 storeys with retaining 
walls and foundations, which hindered really 
high speed organisation, then on the whole 
it was a case of ‘ the longer, the cheaper.’ 

He wished to support the point made by 
Mr. Hammett about foremen. The point 
was missed by the industry that, while fore- 
men were wonderful men doing an enormous 
service to their employers, they were in most 
cases asked to do something beyond their 
Capacity. Their training had not been 
suited to modern buildings with mechanisa- 
tion, because a man who had spent perhaps 
five years aS an apprentice carpenter and 
some years as a foreman carpenter did not 
understand, when he became a general fore- 
man, enough of the general principles of 
things like ventilation, for example, to have 
complete control over the sub-contractors 
The industry had not caught up with that, 
and it was no reflection on the foremen; not 
enough specialised training was given to 
them 

As to the American scene, most of the 
American contractors had never heard of a 
fixed-price contract; they did not know any- 
thing except cost plus a fixed fee. They 
always started before there were any draw- 
ings, and if the architect did not produce 
them quickly, they would produce their own. 
And if the architect produced a detail that 
did not keep within the target cost, they 
sent it back to the client saying that the 
architect was going beyond the target cost, 
and would he please put it right. That was 
an aspect of American contracting which was 
not widely mentioned. 

THE CHAIRMAN (Mr. Cyril Sweett): ‘ The 
theme which runs through both papers is a 
plea for closer co-operation between all 
parties to the building contract. We have a 
Code of Tendering Procedure and that might 
be followed by a code of practice that would 
control all our functions during the carrying 
out of a job. 

*One point to which I should like to refer 
arises from a question relating to standard- 
isation of structural elements which are a 
great contribution to both speed and cost. 
Mr. Bennett suggested that often the archi- 
tect dees not get the benefit of applying to 
his design techniques of standardisation and 
so on. I believe it would be possible for the 
quantity surveyor in his bill to do more 
than just put a note in the preliminary bill 
I see no reason why we should not deviate 
from what might be called standard practice 
by listing and billing items under headings 
of structural elements; columns by size, 
beams by size and even staircases by various 
designs. 

*Mr. Wates made a very valuable point on 
the use of prefabrication, and on that there 
was some disagreement by Mr. Mais. Mr. 
Wates has experience of combining in situ 
work with pre-fabricated work, and I believe 
his ideas have often been “ pinched "—to his 
disadvantage on later jobs. Mr. Wates has 
certainly pioneered in this field, and I think 
we should consider him an expert.’ 

In conclusion Mr. Sweett said: ‘ There has 
been from both speakers an appeal for more 
research into the techniques and costs of high 
building and materials and, in particular, pre- 
fabricated external walling. This is the kind 
of research which the industry ought to 
tackle. We quantity surveyors should get 
together with architects, engineers and con- 
tractors to exchange information and be a 
little more trustful of each other. If nothing 
more than that comes out of the Yerbury 
Foundation lectures, a great deal will have 
been achieved.’

Loughborough Housing Development 
Inquiry 


Adverse Criticism of Conventional Designs 


A MONTHS-OLD DISPUTE between Leicester- 
shire County Council Planning Depart- 
ment and Jelson Ltd., builders, of 
Leicester, went a stage further at a 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment inquiry at Loughborough on Novem- 
ber 9. Jelson Ltd. appealed against the 
County Council’s refusal to grant plan- 
ning permission for the erection of houses 
and bungalows at their Forest-road 
Estate, Loughborough. The County were 
opposed to both the design and grouping 
of seven types of house and eight types 
of bungalow which were alleged to be 
‘over-burdened with a variety of wall 
breaks, gables to bays, porch-arches and 
similar unsatisfactory features which. 
having regard to the comparatively small 
size of the units and their close group- 
ing, will produce a street picture lacking 
continuity and the qualities of harmony 
and repose which are essential features 
of residential streets.’ 

MR. S. SKINNER, land negotiator for 
Jelson’s, said the planning authority were 
asking builders to build something the 
public did not want. ‘It seems,’ he said. 
‘as though the planners want simple 
designs with straight lines in the modern 
architectural trend, what some people 
call square boxes with lids of various 
shapes.’ 

In refusing planning permission the 
County Council said the designs had been 
the subject of adverse comment by a 
panel of architects to whom they had 
been submitted. ‘I am sure the type of 
house the planning authority are trying 
to impose on us will be outdated in 10 
years,” said Mr. Skinner. ‘They want 
to cut out the traditional house 
altogether. We have been reluctantly 
compelled to accept this situation else- 
where or we should not have kept our 
labour force. 


‘We must please the customer who 


must come first so long as we do not do 
anything against the public interest. 
People are still asking for the type of 
house we built 20 years ago.’ MR. J. E. 
FRISBY, sales manager for Jelson’s, said: 
‘ The planning authority are asking us to 
build something the public do not want.’ 

Attending the inquiry were about 40 
members of the public, many of whom 
had paid deposits to Jelson’s over a year 
ago. Jelson’s bought the 34-acre site by 
auction in April last year for an estate 
of over 300 houses ranging in price from 
£1,850 to £3,675. 

MR. R. E. TUSTIN, area planning officer, 
spoke of various negotiations which had 
taken place with the firm and said the 
scope of its development in various parts 
of the county was likely to have a pro- 
found effect on the appearance of Leices- 
tershire in years to come. ‘ The stage had 
been reached,’ he continued, ‘when it 
was necessary to effect an improvement 
in the design of the firm’s properties and 
some success has been attained.’ 

MR. HERBERT JACKSON, FRIBA, Of Birm- 
ingham, a vice-president of the RIBA, 
said he considered the planning authority 
had adopted a proper attitude in calling 
for a reappraisal of the appearance of the 
estate. ‘It is not a question,’ he said, ‘ of 
conventional or contemporary design but 
of the lasting values of architectural 
design. I agree that the customer should 
be given as much freedom as possible, 
but one must not sacrifice too much and 
allow complete licence; in this way the 
estate would become chaotic. The dif- 
ferences here are concerned with the 
eternal values of architecture.’ 

Several intending purchasers gave 
evidence and after closing the inquiry the 
Ministry's inspector, MR. A. L. MORTIMER, 
visited the site. The Minister’s decision 
will be made known at a later date.

Institute of Quantity 
Surveyors 

Branch Dinner, Manchester 
SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the 
Institute of Quantity Surveyors (NW 
Branch) in Manchester on November 17, 
the president of the North Western 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, ALDERMAN I. W. OWEN, referred to 
the industrial agreements which wil! 
become effective in the building industry 
during the coming year and which will 
have the effect of increasing the cost of 
building work by up to 10 per cent. This, 
he said, was being done in order to raise 
the status of the craftsmen and others, 
and he hoped that this would be seen to 
be justified by a greater contribution of 
their effort and skill. 

Another matter referred to by Alder- 
man Owen was the ‘ Quantities Rule’ 
under which builders were forbidden to 
tender in competition for general work 
costing more than £4,000 except on the 
basis of bills and quantities supplied to 
them. Some pressure was being exerted, 
he said, to induce them to raise this 
limit to a higher level, but the builders 
were clear and strong in their deter- 
mination to keep the rule in operation at 
or about the existing limit. 

Alderman Owen was replying to the 
toast to ‘The Guests’ proposed by Mr. 
A. T. GINNINGS, FIQS, secretary of the 
Branch. The toast to ‘The Institute’ 
was proposed by MR. HAYDN W. SMITH, 
FRIBA, Chairman of the Manchester Build- 
ing Centre and replied to by MR. c. E. 
SMART, president of the Institute. 


Standard Method of 
Measurement 


Complete Revision of Section XVI 
FOLLOWING MANY REQUESTS the Standing 
Joint Committee, set up by the Royal In- 
stitution of Chartered Surveyors and the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, have undertaken a complete 
revision of section XVI of the fourth 
edition of the ‘Standard Method of 
Measurement of Building Works.’ This 
section, which deals with the heating and 
ventilating engineer, has now been revised 
giving a more comprehensive method of 
measurement to cover a wider scope of 
work in greater detail. 

The Committee has decided that it 
would be in the interests of all concerned 
to issue this document as a supplement 
to the fourth edition of the ‘ Standard 
Method’ rather than to wait for its in- 
corporation in the forthcoming fifth 
edition. It is for use as an alternative to 
the existing section XVI, ‘Heating and 
Ventilating Engineer,’ but subject to the 
same general principles.

The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


The Development of 
Pipelines 


LORD MILLS, the Paymaster-General, 
stated in the House of Lords on Novem- 
ber 24 that the Minister of Power was 
considering all the problems connected 
with the development of pipelines. In 
particular he was giving serious considera- 
tion to the proposals for introducing new 
legislation. 

This hint of possible pending legisla- 
tion on pipelines came at the conclusion 
of a second reading debate on the Esso 
Petroleum Bill which passed through the 
House of Commons during the last 
session of Parliament. It then aroused 
considerable interest and the Minister of 
Power stated that while it would be in 
the national interest for this Bill to go 
forward the Government were under- 
taking an examination of the general 
problem of pipeline development in the 
United Kingdom. 

Lord Mills was able to tell peers that 
this examination was taking place in con- 
junction with all Government Depart- 
ments that ought to be considered. In- 
formation had been collected about the 
plans of the oil companies and others for 
laying pipelines in the future. Beyond 
the present Esso Bill there was no imme- 
diate project in sight sponsored by an oil 
company or a chemical manufacturer. 

He then referred to further pipeline 
proposals which had been published in 
the Press. These (writes our Correspon- 
dent) are plans which were laid before 
Parliament on November 21 providing for 
a new pipeline system from Haven Wharf 
on Canvey Island to points in London and 
at Cranford near London Airport. The 
plans are connected with a private 
measure entitled the Trunk Pipelines Bill. 
The Bill is being promoted by Trunk 
Pipelines Ltd., of Bishopsgate, London, 
and the scheme has been prepared by 
Messrs. Edward Sandeman, Kennard and 
Partners, chartered civil engineers, of 
Victoria-street, London. 

Lord Mills said that in view of the 
general feeling in Parliament that private 
Bills were probably not the best method 
to use, the Government could not 
support this project, at any rate at the 
present stage, while these problems were 
being examined by the Minister. As to 
the current inquiries by the Minister of 
Power, views had been sought from out- 
side bodies who had generally regarded 
the problem as sufficiently important to 
require very careful consideration. 

The problems of policy, law and pro- 
cedure were difficult and the advice prof- 
ferred by outside interests, as would be 
understood, was often divergent. The 
Minister was considering all the problems 
and giving serious consideration to the 
proposals for introducing new legislation. 
The pipeline in the Esso Bill would be 
laid underground and would do little, if 
any, harm to amenities. The Bill had 
been discussed by the company with all 
the local planning authorities along the 


route and they were all content. The Bill 
was read a second time. 

The EARL OF LUCAN said a characteristic 
of the new method of transportation was 
continuous flow. Looking ahead, the 
contemporary house of 100 years hence 
might have taps for all manner of things. 
Four principles ought to be observed to 
control this new phase. First, the public 
interest must override everything, includ- 
ing private profit. Second, there must be 
a co-ordinated network of pipelines. 
Unless the Government had some pattern 
of development there would be endless 
duplication. Third, pipelines should be 
constructed for common usage. Fourth, 
pipelines should use existing tracks and 
facilities. Promoters should be required 
to use existing wayleaves and tracks. 
There should be a Government policy 
for a nationally integrated system. A 
national pattern of pipelines should be 
under national control. 

Lord Mills promised that the four 
points would be drawn to the attention 
of the Minister of Power. 


The Public Health Bill 


THE PROVISIONS in the Public Health Bill 
for the making by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government of building 
regulations to replace (except in London) 
the building by-laws now made by 
borough, urban and rural district coun- 
cils were accorded a general welcome in 
the House of Lords on November 25 
when the Bill received an unopposed 
second reading. LORD BOSSOM OF MAID- 
STONE described the new building code 
proposals as a logical procedure which 
was long overdue. 

However, several peers gave a hostile 
reception to the clause which would give 
local authorities power to utilise parts of 
parks, playing fields and open spaces 
(except commons) as parking spaces. 
LORD CONESFORD thought the provisions 
of this clause were monstrous and indi- 
cated that once the Bill had received its 
second reading he proposed to table an 
amendment to leave the clause out of the 
Bill. (The deletion of the clause was advo- 
cated in a leading article in ‘ The Builder’ 
of November 18.) 

When he moved the second reading of 
the Bill LoRD BRECON, Minister of State 
for Welsh Affairs, said that the existence 
of separate building by-laws for each local 
authority area was highly inconvenient for 
architects and builders. Inevitably the 
system meant a great deal of useless 
work. 

The Bill gave the Minister power to 
make building regulations for the same 
matters that could now be regulated by 
means of building by-laws, and would 
repeal the power of local authorities to 
make building by-laws. It expressly pro- 
vided that enforcement would be the 
function of local authorities and that the 
building requirements laid down in the 
regulations might be varied from area to 
area to take account of varying local 
climatic and other conditions. 
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‘The Government recognise,’ said Lord 
Brecon, ‘ that a rigid uniformity between 
north and south, between the centres of 
big cities and remote rural areas, may not 
always be sensible. The intention is to 
have general uniformity, but there is 
power to write into the regulations such 
local variations as prove to be really 
necessary.” 


Lord Brecon described the proposals 
as ‘a piece of business efficiency.” He 
added that the Bill also gave a developer 
a right of appeal to the Minister against 
the refusal of a local authority to grant 
a relaxation. 

LORD BOSSOM recalled that he was a 
member of the LCC committee that re- 
wrote the Building Act in 1929, that he 
had actually prepared the building regu- 
lations for two large cities in the United 
States, and that in his international archi- 
tectural practice he had had to conform 
with many different building codes. The 
code in the Bill was not an attempt by the 
Government to take power from local 
authorities, he said, but rather to provide 
the smaller authorities, limited in their 
technical resources and information, with 
the best regulations. It was obvious that 
a steel beam, a brick wall or a reinforced 
concrete beam was of the same strength 
in Liverpool, London, Birmingham or 
Bolton. Different codes gave no advan- 
tage to anyone. With 1,400 codes exist- 
ing to be complied with by owners, pro- 
moters, architects and builders, it meant 
a serious waste of effort, time and money. 

One national code would benefit every- 
one. It would reduce the cost of building 
and undoubtedly in due course bring 
about the principle of uniformity in sani- 
tation, fire protection, exits from build- 
ings, weather proofing, etc. 

Human needs for fresh air, ventilation 
and light applied equally in every part of 
the country and for these reasons he 
strongly supported the Minister’s pro- 
posals. It would be a benefit to the build- 
ing industry and the nation. It was to 
be hoped that before long legislation 
would be introduced to include London. 

LORD BRECON said that in the Govern- 
ment’s view all the inter-connected ques- 
tions of London government must now, in 
the light of the report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Local Government in Greater 
London, be considered as a whole and it 
would be premature to attempt to decide 
here and now what was the right system 
of building control for the County of 
London. London had its own building 
by-laws and he thought it better to leave 
that matter until the commission’s report 
had been fully considered. 

LORD SILKIN commented that the clause 
enabling local authorities to use portions 
of a park, open space or playing fields for 
car parks would require a great deal of 
justification. This and two other clauses 
involved a considerable contraction of the 
rights enjoyed by the public on their 
much-prized and much-needed open 
spaces. 

LORD LUKE deplored the attempt by the 
Government to get hold of easy land for 
parking and to forget how hard to come 
by in the first place was that same land 
for recreational purposes. The planners 
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for parking spaces should be on the side 
of the planners for playing spaces. 

LORD BRECON Said the clause in question 
stated that car parks might, subject to 
limitations, be provided in open parks 
and spaces. The limitations were impor- 
tant and in all cases the consent of the 
Minister was required. Moreover, no car 
park could be established unless public 
notice had been given in advance and a 
period allowed to lapse during which 
representations could be sent to the 
Minister. The Minister was required to 
consider these and might, if he thought 
fit, hold a public inquiry into the pro- 
posal. Power on these lines had already 
been included in 75 local Acts and were 
available directly or by adoption to over 
300 local authorities. 


Other Business 


MoH Development Group 


Asked for a statement on the com- 
position and work of the development 
unit of his department, MR. ENOCH 
POWELL, Minister of Health, stated in a 
written reply on November 14 that the 
unit comprised 13 full-time and eight 
part-time professional officers. 

The function of the development unit 
was to ensure that the most up-to-date 
knowledge and experience was assembled 
and brought to bear on all aspects of 
hospital building. The unit had published 
already a bulletin on operating theatre 
suites and was preparing for publication 
further bulletins on specific departments, 
in addition to some 30 building notes on 
the features and standards which should 
be embodied in the design of modern 
hospitals. It would itself be responsible 
for an out-patient department and kitchen 
which were to be built as development 
projects. 


Study of Causes of Fires 


MR. R. A. BUTLER, Home Secretary, 
stated in a written reply on November 
14 that the Joint Fire Research Organisa- 
tion, in consultation with the Home 
Office. was making a special study of the 
causes of the increase in the number of 
fires attended by fire brigades in 1959. 


Conversion to Civil Airport 


MR. THORNEYCROFT, Minister of Avia- 
tion, announced on November 14 that 
the naval air station at Abbotsinch would, 
after it had been closed by the Admiralty, 
be taken over by his Ministry as the civil 
aerodrome for the Clyde Valley. It would 
be used to replace Renfrew airport in 
about three years’ time. Asked to reduce 
this period, the Minister said there would 
be a good deal of work to do at Abbot- 
sinch before it was converted into a civil 
airport. 


Green Belt Plans Submitted 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, was asked on 
November 15 how many plans for the 
provision of green belts he had received 
from local authorities; how long such 
plans had been under consideration, and 
when he expected to make a decision in 
respect of all or some of them.

He wrote in reply: ‘68 sketch plans 
have been received, five for extension of 
the London green belt and the remainder 
for 31 other green belts; and decisions 
have been given on all but five, of which 
four are for one reason or another in 
suspense and the fifth, submitted in 
August, 1960, is under consideration. I 
have before me 13 proposals for including 
green belts in development plans. These 
have been submitted at various dates 
from 1958 onwards, and I will reach 
decisions on all of them as soon as I can. 

‘In the meantime, during’ the 
preliminary stages before a green belt is 
incorporated in the development plan, the 
local planning authorities concerned have 
been asked to apply provisionally the 
development control policy appropriate 
to a green belt.’ 


Fire Prevention Legislation 

MR. HANNAN asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland on November 15. if he 
had now completed his review of ade- 
quate and efficient systems of fire pre- 
vention, warning and escape in shops, 
offices, warehouses and bonded stores; 
and whether he intended to introduce 
legislation on the subject. 

MR. BROOMAN-WHITE, Under Secretary 
wrote: ‘As the Home Secretary said in 
a written Answer on July 28, 1960, it is 
proposed to introduce comprehensive 
legislation relating to health, welfare and 
safety in certain non-industrial premises, 
including shops and offices. As regards 
warehouses in which spirit is stored, as 
an immediate step, the Joint Fire Pre- 
vention Committee of the Central Fire 
Brigades Advisory Councils for England 
and Wales and for Scotland have been 
asked to advise on the production of a 
code of practice relating to such storage. 
In addition the contribution which the 
Building Standards Regulations now in 


preparation under the Building (Scotland) 
Act, 1959, can make to fire prevention 
is of course being studied by the Building 
Standards Advisory Committee.’ 


Road Junction Costs 


MR. ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of Trans- 
port, indicated in a written reply on 
November 16 that the design of any par- 
ticular junction, and hence the cost, must 
depend on such factors as the alignment 
of the roads, the volume of traffic and 
the direction of the main turning move- 
ments. However, the following figures 
might be taken as indicative of the rela- 
tive costs of a flyover and of a round- 
about at a major junction on a trunk 
road in a rural area: Flyover with slip 
roads £110,000, roundabout £25,000. 


Service Land for Housing ? 


MR. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister of 
Defence, rejected a request on November 
16 for a board of inquiry to investigate 
the present use of Service land and to 
see if it was possible to release requisi- 
tioned land more quickly and to a greater 
extent than at present planned. 

MR. FREETH commented that there was 
considerable feeling in the country near 
to London that the armed forces were 
not getting rid of land which was 
urgently needed for building as fast as 
they might. MR. WATKINSON Said he 
would have another look at the matter 
but he did not think it needed a special 
inquiry. 


Economies in Motorway Construction 


LT.-COLONEL BROMLEY - DAVENPORT 
asked the Minister of Transport what 
modifications had been made to the con- 
tract documents for the 26-mile length of 
the Birmingham-Preston motorway 
between Preston and Warrington which 
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should make possible a substantial reduc- 
tion in the cost of the eventual motorway 
without any reduction in standards; and 
why these modifications were not incor- 
porated in the contract documents when 
originally drawn up. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES wrote in reply on 
November 17: ‘ The vertical alignment 
of the motorway has been altered in 
places to reduce to a minimum excava- 
tion of material that would be unsuitable 
for use in embankments; the drainage 
system has been modified to reduce the 
amount of expensive piping, whilst still 
catering fully for the expected rainfall; 
and the earthworks quantities have been 
adjusted to take account of a revised 
assessment of the proportion of exca- 
vated material likely to be suitable for 
use in embankments. Considerable saving 
is also expected in the cost of additional 
filling material in the light of later infor- 
mation. 

‘The line of the motorway involves 
some very difficult engineering problems 
because of the soil conditions and the 
climate in Lancashire. While some of 
the changes which have been made might 
possibly have been made earlier most of 
them resulted from the very full investi- 
gation of the contract details carried out 
by my Department, the County Council 
and the Road Research Laboratory which 
took account of the longer contract 
period now proposed.’ 


Ford Expansion Schemes 


When he announced the Government's 
decision to approve—if an offer was 
accepted by the shareholders — the 
transfer to Ford’s of Detroit of ordinary 
shares of Ford's of Dagenham, Mr. 
SELWYN LLOYD, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said on November 21 that he 
had been told that the programme 
already announced of expansion on 
Merseyside, at Basildon and elsewhere 
involving expenditure of £70m. would go 
forward. 


Washing Facilities in Cafés 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said on November 21 that 
there were practical difficulties about 
introducing legislation to amend the 
Public Health Act, 1936, with a view to 
increasing the washing facilities in cafés 
and restaurants. The Minister would 
bear this suggestion in mind but could 
not hold out any prospect of legislation 
in the near future. 


New Advanced Factory 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of 
the Board of Trade, said on November 22 
that, after consultation with the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, he had decided that 
a new advanced factory of about 25,000 
sq. ft. should be located at Shotts. 


The National Federation 


Inauguration of Inquiry Bureau 


THE National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers has decided to take an 
initial step towards the establishment of 
its own Technical Information Service by 
inaugurating a Technical Inquiry Bureau 
at national headquarters. It is proposed 
that the bureau will work on the follow- 
ing lines: 

(a) The purpose of the Bureau will be 
to give guidance to NFBTE members on 
individual technical problems. 

(b) The Bureau will be prepared to 
deal primarily with inquiries relating to 
materials, including the diagnosis and 
cure of defects that develop during or 
after the completion of a contract. 

(c) Although the Bureau will not nor- 
mally undertake site inspections, such 
inspections will be carried out in those 
cases where it is considered that an 
examination of the problem involved is 
likely to be of value to the NFBTE mem- 
bership as a whole. 

(d) The Inquiry Bureau will not act as a 
Consumer Advisory Service and no 
opinion will be expressed, except in 
general terms, on proprietary materials. 

(e) The Bureau will be available to all 
members of the NFBTE without charge 
as part of the Federation service. 


Presidential Nominations 


THE COUNCIL of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers has learned 
with regret that for reasons of health, 
Mr. C. R. Setter, JP, FIOB, of Bristol, 
will be unable to proceed, as the Council 
had hoped, to the Presidency of the 
Federation in 1961. 


Mr. Setter has resigned as an officer of 
the Federation and this causes a vacancy 
to occur in the office of senior vice-presi- 
dent. The NFBTE Council, at its meet- 
ing in London on November 23, appointed 
Mr. Frank Russon, FIOB, of Birmingham, 
the first junior vice-president, to be 
senior vice-president of the Federation 
until the annual general meeting in 
February next. Mr. L. J. Holloway, 
FIOB (London), second junior vice- 
president, was appointed senior vice- 
president in Mr. Russon’s place and Mr. 
W. S. Jones, FIOB (Maidenhead) was 
appointed first junior vice-president in 
Mr. Holloway’s place. Mr. D. M. 
Chaston, FIOB (Hoddesdon) is nominated 
as second junior vice-president, and Mr. 
J. Ian Robertson, FIOB (Burton-on-Trent) 
as hon. Treasurer.

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Labour-only 
Sub-Contracting 


Eastern Federation Publish 
Agreement 


THE STEADY GROWTH of labour-only sub- 
contracting has caused the Eastern 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
to issue for the exclusive use of its mem- 
bers a brief but comprehensive agreement 
which members are strongly advised to 
use where they contemplate labour-only 
sub-contracting. 

Referring to the decision to make such 
a form available, the director, MR. R. w. 
PORTER, in a special letter to all member 
firms has this to say in reference to the 
disadvantages of this type of work: 
‘Failure to meet the employer's obliga- 
tions to his workpeople in the payment 
of wages, stamping of cards, accounting 
for PAYE, insuring against employers’ 
liability, coupled with poor workman- 
ship, unbusiness-like methods, and the 
lack of care with materials and plant all 
bring discredit to the industry and often 
loss and inconvenience to the main con- 
tractor.’ 

Although members cannot be com- 
pelled to use the form, the director sug- 
gests that if a labour only sub-contractor 
is not prepared to sign it that particular 
sub-letting arrangement should be re- 
examined. 

The Eastern Federation feels that 
whatever the personal views of its many 
members may be, labour-only sub-con- 
tracting is an integral part of the present 
industrial organisation of the building 
industry. That being so the Federation 
has a duty to protect its members and 
assist them in remedying abuses as far 
as possible. 

The measure of the need for this form 
can be judged from the fact that within 
10 days of its publication some 5,000 
copies had been requested by member 
firms, and a reprint has already been put 
in hand. 


Traffic-free Shopping 
Precinct 


Proposed Development at Newport 
A TRAFFIC-FREE shopping precinct area 
will probably be built at the Ringland 
Estate area of Newport, Monmouthshire, 
subject to the approval of the planning 
committee. The shopping centre will 
contain two large stores, about 21 smaller 
shops, 16 of which will have maisonettes 
above them. The remainder will be 
single-storey buildings. Another eight 
shops may be added later if there is a 
demand for them. 

A branch library, public hall and a 
general all-purposes building are also 
planned, and there will be two car parks 
to hold about 60 cars with rear access 
roads to the shops.

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Functional Colour in the Factory 


An Important Device in the Prevention of Accidents 


The author is an American colour consultant who has spent the past 25 
years in research on the impact and appeal of colour and on its use as a 


medium for accident prevention. 


His colour safety code, designed initially for 


the US Navy, has been adopted by the American Standards Association and is 
now widely used in American industry. He has affiliacions with this country, 
and is retained by a British paint manufacturer as a colour consultant.

TIME was when the selection of colour 
for larger architectural projects such as 
factories and industrial plant of one kind 
or another was largely a matter of chance, 
or at the most ‘ good taste.’ The guiding 
principle, if any, was an artistic one, with 
the colour scheme bold or conservative 
depending on the emotional propensities 
of the architect, builder, or the client. 
Today much of this has changed. The 
proper use of colour is virtually man- 
datory in industrial planning and plant 
design. Colour has a subtle but very 
definite influence on the mind. Its psycho- 
logical effects are becoming more widely 
appreciated as essential to proper indus- 
trial planning.

however, has research 
importance of the 
of functional colour 
in industrial buildings. The cost of paint 
for the interior of a factory of even 
modest proportions might run into several 
hundreds, or thousands, of pounds, with 
wages paid to the painters to apply it 
running at twice the figure for materials. 
Considering the expense involved, it is 
just plain common sense to seek scientific 
guidance and to get the utmost money’s 
worth in the choice and application of 
paint colours, both inside and out. 
Progressive leaders of industry no 
longer need to be ‘sold’ on the use of 
colour. The reasons are generally well 
known. The economic values are under- 
stood and accepted. But in its zeal to 
make good use of colour, industry has 
often lost sight of some basic principles. 
Management thinks it can wave the 
magic wand of colour indiscriminately. 
Too many plants may be either depress- 
ingly drab or painted a hodge-podge of 
colours. They are often the wrong 
colours, and just as often painted in the 
wrong places—too much in one place, not 
enough in another. 


Wasted Money 


As a result, industry may be spending 
money unwisely in its plant painting bill. 
Also, its unscientific colour schemes may 
not be saving what they should in 
reduced accident costs, lower production 
costs, reduced labour turnover. After all, 
colour that merely decorates and does 
not show improvement in worker atti- 
tudes or performance is a luxury and a 
vain expense. 

As industrial structures in the last 25 
years have become more functional and 
less ornate, so has the selection and use 
of colour in these types of buildings 
become more utilitarian. The emphasis 
has been transferred from appearance to 


purpose. 


As technical advances make building 
more and more complex, the architect 
and builder find themselves increasingly 
dependent upon experts in such other 
fields as acoustics, air conditioning, 
illumination and finally, colour. This 
specialisation calls for scientific training 
and research. 

Colour co-ordination in factories and 
industrial plants, when capably handled, 
cannot help but add to the prestige of 
architect and _ builder. Much $s skilful 
engineering work is expended on import- 
ant, but hidden parts of the structure. 
Colour, on the other hand, is the most 
prominent medium and therefore vital. 

We must recognise colour as integral 
with design and form. The service of 
the colour consultant or functional colour 
specialist takes on special importance 
because it Ras a direct bearing on the 
reactions of the general public. 


Aesthetic Judgment 

Where colour in architecture is to be 
judged aesthetically, one man’s opinion 
is perhaps as good as another's. As in 
the art of painting, the virtues of one 
school of beauty over another (radical, 
conservative), have no criteria other than 
arbitrary prejudices or preferences. 

With functional colour, however, this 
is not altogether true. Functional colour 
may be defined as a system or method of 
colour application in which definite ob- 
jectives are set up and in which results 
are determined by measurement. In other 
words, beauty is made subservient to 
utility—and pleasure becomes a by- 
product of purpose. 

Today’s functionalism in colour 
the symbolism of olden times—is less 
concerned with individual feeling than 
with a search for broader and more 
social values having to do not only with 
man’s pleasure but also with his efficiency, 
comfort and well-being. 

The old attitude of letting one man’s 
personal preferences in colour dominate 
an architectural project has perhaps run 
its course. Here and there a builder or 
an architect may insist that his colour 
preferences be followed. Yet this indulg- 
ing of personal whims will hardly do for: 


like 


(a) a store owner who wants to sell 
merchandise by appealing to the taste 
of his customers; 

(b) a hotel keeper who wants to have 
his suites satisfy his guests rather than 
himself; 

(c) an office manager who wants to 
improve the efficiency and morale of 
his staff; 

(d) a factory owner who wants to 
lower accident frequencies; 

(e) hospital trustees concerned with 
psychotherapy and modern aids to con- 


valescence of patients; 

(f) school boards concerned with 
child welfare and child health; 

(g) mayors and town-planning com- 
missioners wishing to have the public 
favour municipal projects rather than 
complain about extravagance and high 
taxes. 

Let us take a closer lovk at the topic 
of functional colour in the plant or fac 
tory. Let us examine a few of the 
approaches to this fascinating subject. 
noting the best approach as well as some 
of the mistakes or pitfalls in this area. 


The Best Approach 

Colour painting will pay larger divi 
dends in one phase of application than 
any other—accident prevention. If you 
want to get the most for your colour 
investment in accident prevention, ex 
perience has shown that reductions in 
accident frequency are most easily traced 
to very simple applications of colour on 
surface hazards and machines. 

To paint your plant wherever the 
safety code recommends costs 10 per 
cent of the total cost of colour painting 
To paint machinery according to the code 
costs 15 per cent. Yet these two items, 
adding up to only 25 per cent, may 
account for 90 per cent of the potential 
benefits in safety. 

This demonstrates that the best 
approach to a colour painting programme, 
from a safety viewpoint, is first to con 
sider the machinery and surface hazards 
involved. Here—at a nominal expense 
is where emphasis should be placed and 
cash savings will be best achieved. 

There is a right way and a wrong way 
to use colour in the plant. The author 
walked into a nicely painted workshop 
the other day—spick and span, glistening 
all over with paint. It was supposed to 
be a first-class example of the use of 
colour in a plant. 

The first thing that struck our eyes was 
a big overhead cab crane, slowly work- 
ing itself toward us on the craneway. 
From one end of the 50-ft. beam to the 
other it was painted solid yellow, every 
inch of it. A masterful painting job, but 
mostly unnecessary—in fact, possibly 
dangerous. 

Why? Well, if you stop long enough 
to think this over, only two parts of that 
crane needed to be yellow—-the cab and 
the pulley. These are the only moving 
parts that have to be watched from the 
floor during operation. But painted as 
it was, the rest of the crane actually 
distracted attention. It made the viewer 
lose sight of the important points-—-the 
hook and cab—not to mention other 
hazards at the floor level. 

This example represents a misuse of 
functional colour. Clearly, management 
had lost sight of the sole purpose of 
using bright yellow paint on machinery 
accident prevention. By using too much 
colour, it weakened its function. 

Colour is functional either when it 
helps the worker to see better, or with 
less fatigue, or when it makes him see an 
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object more clearly for his safety. But 
when there is an overdose of it, you don’t 
see the significant things you should. If 
the purpose of yellow is to highlight 
hazardous objects, its use should be 
limited to those objects. If red is to 
indicate fire extinguishing equipment, use 
it for that function only. The author 
recalls visiting one industrial plant where 
all its equipment was painted red and 
orange. You couldn't find a fire extin- 
guisher in a hurry to save your skin. 

There is a simple rule you can follow 
to avoid this common mistake of over-use 
of colour. Use colour only where you 
want people to look for specific things. 
Too many plants strive for appearance and 
overlook the principal aim of colour. 
They paint machines with bright colours 
from head to toe to pretty them up. 
Actually this isn’t a functional use of 
colour—each machine is still a confusing 
mass. Because we know that colour is 
psychologically stimulating is no reason 
for creating a rich diet of it. 

It is a common mistake to paint bright 
colours on unimportant things. I once 
visited a factory toolroom that looked as 
gaudy as a carnival sideshow. The tool- 
keeper had painted the edge of every 
drawer orange because once he had 
bumped his head on one! 

The best test for any good colour 
scheme is this: Note where the eye looks. 
If it sees the important things it needs 
to see, the colour scheme is successful. 
If it doesn’t, the scheme is a failure. 

Which colour you use, and where, 
depends upon its purpose. For example, 
it is better to choose the warmer yellow 
and sand hues for low temperature sur- 
roundings. Conversely, choose cool 
green or blue hues to compensate psycho- 
logically for higher temperatures. 


Emotional Appeal 


Colour has emotional appeal as well as 
aesthetic value and the power of attract- 
ing attention. For example, brightness 
stimulates the autonomic nervous system 
of the body, and is appropriate for 
muscular activity required in machine 
shops, erecting shops, foundries, and the 
like. A softer environment removes dis- 
traction from the field of view, and is 
appropriate for difficult seeing tasks and 
mental effort required in fine parts 
assembly, inspection, and so on. 

These facts, supported by medical 
research, are practicable in every sense 
and spell the difference between func- 
tional colour and mere decoration. This 
does not mean that individual plants need 
an expensive job of interior decoration, 
such as the writer has often seen—leave 
that for the rest-rooms, washrooms, cafe- 
terias, and public areas. Some people 
even object to dressing up washrooms. 
They think it encourages workers to stay 
there and waste time. I have found the 
opposite to be true. Light colours and 
ample illumination help clear them out. 
Moreover, workers keep bright premises 
cleaner. 

Smart use of colour can trim the light- 
ing bill. Good lighting demands proper 
control of brightness of walls and equip- 
ment to minimize glare and excessive 
contrast. Uniform brightness is one key 
to a proper seeing condition. As a rule, 


overheads and ceilings should be white. 
Wall tones should reflect between 50 and 
60 per cent, equipment and machines 25 
to 50 per cent, and floors 20 per cent 
of the light that falls upon them. When 
these conditions are not properly en- 
gineered, resort is often made to 
excessive illumination, which is not only 
needless but also unreasonably expensive. 

To some managements, painting of 
machinery seems of questionable value. 
They argue that machines get dirty, so 
why paint them at all? In the USA, I 
know of a mid-western refrigerator plant 
where the use of colours on machinery 
was put to the test. It was found that 
when machines were painted white, the 
workers soon gave up trying to keep them 
clean. But medium tones of greens and 
greys gave good results in housekeeping 
and machine care. 


Worker Participation 


One of the best ways I know to put 
over a successful machine painting pro- 
gramme is to get the workers in on it. But 
be sure to supervise the job. Once you 
give a man a can of paint and brush, he'll 
go colour-happy if you don’t control the 
job. I can still visualise one plant where 
the workers touched up all the machine 
knobs and miscellaneous spots like a 
Dutch farm. Another company controlled 
this tendency by careful supervision and 
application of colour spots as a guide. 

Needless waste often occurs in paint 
inventories for maintenance purposes. In 
the average plant, requests for the pur- 
chase of paints may come from numerous 
sources. In one case, we found a large 
plant that stocked over 350 different 
colours and paint items. The majority of

these represented a strange accumulation 
of ‘ exceptions "—different shades of floor 
paints, machinery finishes, and wall 
colours. 

The answer to this, of course, is sim- 
plification of finishes and standardisation 
of colours. To those who say it can’t be 
done, the author can refer them to the 
standards which he helped set up for the 
maintenance painting programme of both 
the US Navy and Coast Guard. For paint- 
ing all types of buildings and machines, 
and for safety purposes, each of these pro- 
grammes requires only 24 colours. This 
control offers advantages of (1) lower 
prices in large volume purchases, (2) 
savings in inventory investment, and (3) 
lower labour costs in stocking, handling, 
and application. 

How does one go about deciding what 
colours to use? One can consult approved 
colour standards for various purposes, 
such as accident prevention, traffic con- 
trol, identification of piping. Also, lead- 
ing paint manufacturers suggest general 
colour codes. 

The important thing is: Stick to what- 
ever colour standards you adopt, especi- 
ally in accident prevention. Once the 
workers learn the meaning of colour 
signals, and rely on them, your accident 
frequency rate will plunge. But if you 
make the mistake of confusing those sig- 
nals by too much colour, wrong colour, 
and colour in the wrong place, you’ve 
defeated your programme and wasted 
your money. 

Let us sum it up this way. You'll get 
the most out of your colour painting pro- 
gramme if you select the colours for their 
scientific value, and apply them uniformly 
and only where they ought to go.

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Technical Information for Architects 


Lively Discussion at 


THERE WAS a lively discussion on ‘ Tech- 
nical Information’ at the Building Centre 
on November 2 when MR. ROGER WALTERS, 
chairman of the RIBA Technical Informa- 
tion Committee, took the chair. The dis- 
cussion was organised as a follow-up of 
the ASLIB Conference held in December, 
1959. 

MR. GONTRAN GOULDEN, opening the 
discussion, auoted seven questions asked 
by the late Lord Verulam in his summing- 
up of the ASLIB Conference. These 
dealt with the existence and use of 
information, with the responsibilities of 
industry or a central organisation for 
making information readily available and 
with the provision of textbooks and 
teaching. These, he felt, were the points 
to which attention might most profitably 
be directed. 

MR. BASIL DOTTRIDGE, who spoke next. 
was concerned mainly to discern improve- 
ments which could be attributed to the 
ASLIB Conference. He emphasised the 
extreme difficulty of preparing informa- 
tion in a general form for publication as 
distinct from a manufacturer publishing 
information about a particular product. 
He detected an improvement in this latter 
field, though it was still difficult, even 
here, to obtain complete information, and 
competent writers were scarce. 

On the architects’ problems of filing. 
he commended action by the RIBA to 
standardise size of literature and to pub- 
licise the SFB classification system. He 
quoted a recent survey which showed ex 
tensive use of the system and referred to 
the intention of the RIBA to issue more 
information on it. He thought that infor- 
mation services were being rather slow to 
follow this lead. 

MR. P. A. DENISON, the last speaker from 
the platform, commenting as a manufac- 
turer on points made by Mr. Dottridge. 
said that he believed manufacturers must 
train their own writers of technical litera- 
ture and that technical information 
should contain a reliable specification of 
the product. (He later complained of the 
lack of testing facilities in this country.) 

The SFB system, he said, though not 
the complete answer to referencing prob- 
lems, provided a logical framework 
capable of adaptation by individuals to 
meet their particular requirements. Since 
professional men were generally short of 
time, a manufacturer gained an advan- 
tage if he made his information quickly 
accessible, that dealing with costs being 
closely associated with technical informa- 
tion. 

Speaking from the audience. Mr. 
CORKER suggested that writers would be 
forthcoming if they were paid more, 
though MR. DOTTRIDGE could not quite 
see where the money was to come from. 
MR. AGARD EVANS thought that the quality 
of information available in Britain com- 
pared favourably with that of Continental 
countries, though it was not readily acces- 
sible Architects and builders should 
assign to a competent member of staff 
the responsibility of keeping in touch with 
the information needed. He welcomed 


the Building Centre 


SFB, not for itself, but as a means of en- 
couraging users of technical material to 
classify and to study classification 

MR. DARGAN BULLIVANT emphasised that 
technical information must exist before 
it could be classified, and considered 
building and civil engineering were 
seriously deficient in documentation. 
There was need, he said for analysis of 
the needs of architects, builders’ office 
and site staffs and others in respect of 
technical information; this should lead, 
also, to improvements in communication 
of information within the industry. SFB 
was worked out as a co-ordinating system 
to facilitiate communication; at present 
specifications and the Standard Method of 
Measurement were not related at all. 

MR. M. W. BENNITT referred to a recent 
BRS survey of builders’ reading habits 
and asked whether results would be pub- 
lished (Mr. Alsop promised publication 
after analysis). Mr. Bennitt also wel- 
comed the opening of provincial Building 
Centres and thought that a consumers’ 
advisory service would be useful. Mr. 
DOTTRIDGE and MR. GOULDEN took up these 
points, particularly in respect of the part 
played by the Building Centre telephone 
service in communicating technical in- 
formation obtained from recognised 
sources. 

The point was made that manufacturers 
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were slow to realise the extent to which 
good technical information could pro 
mote sales, and MR. BRUNTON pointed out 
the architects’ opportunity to exert a 
useful influence in this connection. He 
thought that an authoritative statement 
from the RIBA or the Building Centre 
would help. He suggested, also, that the 
presentation of awards for the Building 
Centre Trade Literature Competition 
might be made the occasion for a critical 
review of the entries; manufacturers were, 
in his experience, anxious to learn. 


In the closing stages there was some 
interesting discussion as to the desir- 
ability of setting up a Technical Centre. 
advocated by MR. BULLIVANT on the 
Swedish model, but the problem of 
finance was not seriously faced. MR. 
JOHNSON pointed out that good informa 
tion centres already existed in specialised 
fields, but MR. DOTTRIDGE drew attention 
to the dangers of conflicting interests 
where guidance was specialised rather 
than general. 

The discussion was organised by Brix 
ton School of Building in collaboration 
with the Building Centre and, in pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the speakers, 
MR. D. A. G. REID referred to the respon- 
sibilities of the teaching institutions for 
developing the competence of students to 
handle the problems of technical informa- 
tion. He saw librarians and improved 
library services making an important con- 
tribution to the solution of many of the 
problems mentioned in the discussion. 


A Birmingham Building Centre 


Combined Venture with Engineering Establishment 


THE ENGINEERING 
will move next 


CENTRE at Birmingham 
autumn from its present 
premises in Stephenson-place to the 
former Masonic Hall in Broad-street 
Birmingham, and as part of its expansion 
programme a Building Centre will also be 
established there.

Mr. Banks will be president of the 
controlling council, whose members will 
be drawn from the existing Engineering 
Centre Committee and the newly-formed 
Building Centre Committee. 

The new Building Centre will be 
affiliated to the Building Centre, London. 
and supported by the Birmingham and 
Five Counties Architectural Association, 
The Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors (Warwickshire, Worcestershire, 
and South Staffordshire Branch) and the 


Midland Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. The Engineering Centre will 
continue to provide a shop window for 
the British engineering industry with a 
permanent and comprehensive exhibition 
of engineering products; and the Building 
Centre will display a wide range of 
materials, appliances, and heating and 
other services associated with the build- 
ing industry. Each centre will provide 
its own information service and there 
will be facilities for lectures and meetings 
and short-term exhibitions. 


It is anticipated that the new Building 
Centre will be run on lines similar to 
those operated at the Building Centre, 
London, whose Director, Mr. F. R. 
Yerbury, OBE, is a member of the 
Development Committee.

Following the previous articles in this series, which relates to the general 
organisation of the plant department of a medium-sized builder, this article 
and the following two articles discuss some aspects of the particular machines 


which such a builder might own. 


PROBABLY the first requirement of any 
builder is a small concrete mixer for 
mortar. Until recently the choice of this 
class of mixing machine was made 
between those rated 4/3 capacity, which 
were available with petrol power units, 
or the machines of 5/34 capacity which 
have been available with petrol or diesel 
units. There are also still a few 3/2 
mixers on the market, but generally 
speaking these will be too small for the 
average requirements of the type of 
builder we are considering. 

It is intended to discuss power units 
in a later article, but at this stage it must 
be mentioned that it has been generally 
found in recent years that the most 
economic unit for contractors’ plant is the 
air-cooled diesel engine, unless an electric 
supply is available. Some very reliable 
diesel units are available for driving 5/34 
mixers, and by using one of these units a 
fuel cost of about Is. a day is involved, 
as against about 4s. for a similar petrol 
unit. The diesel engine machines 
normally cost only about £40 more than 
the petrol machines, so that in the long 
run there is a great economy to be made 
by buying a machine with a diesel engine. 

Until the 4/3 machines. recently 
became available with diesel engines it 
was still considered more economical by 
many contractors to buy a diesel 5/34, 
rather than a petrol 4/3, although the 
difference in price was round about £85. 
It will be interesting to see, now that the 
diesel engines are available, whether it 
is worth spending the extra £45 to have

the 5/34 instead of the 4/3. The 5/34 
has the advantage that it is more heavily 
built and will probably wear longer. The 
difference in output when mixing mortar 
is slight. 

Where large quantities of mortar are 
required a Pan Mill is perhaps the most 
efficient machine which can be used. 


Although medium-sized contractors 
may use small mixers occasionally for 
concreting at the end of a contract when 
the main mixing plant has been removed, 
generally speaking it is not possible to 
mix concrete in any quantity economic- 
ally in these machines as the batch they 
produce is so small, and because they 
are hand loaded. 

The maid-of-all-work for general con- 
creting for the builder for many years 
was the 10/7. This model has been avail- 
able in both open drum and closed drum 
forms (also known as tilting and non- 
tilting). 

When the closed drum mixer was intro- 
duced it was found to have a greater 
mixing speed as the drum design provided 
quicker and more rapid action. The open 
or tilting drum mixer was also found to 
cause segregation of the mix if it was dis- 
charged slowly or in small batches, such 
as into  wheelbarrows. However, in 
recent. years some of the oven drum 
mixers on the market have been con- 
siderably improved in design and are 
now comparable in performance to a 
closed drum machine. 


Maintenance Considerations 


The disadvantages of the closed drum 
machine are that the rate of wear on the 
moving parts is considerably greater, as 
the drum is on rollers which, due to their 
position, tend to get contaminated with 
grout from the drum. Some makers have 
fitted elaborate guards to try to prevent 
this but it is difficult to tell whether the 
guards do more harm than good, as 
although they keep a lot of dirt away from 
the bearings, etc., they also make it 
virtually impossible to clean those parts 
when they are dirty. Another dis- 
advantage of the closed drum mixer is 
that it can take a long time to discharge 
its mix, particularly if a dry mix is being 
used. For an average mix the discharge 
time is often more than twice that of a 
tilting drum mixer which is using the 
same mix. 

As a comparison of repair costs, after 
an average year’s work with a closed drum 
mixer, it would probably cost about £80 
for an overhaul which would exclude any 
work to the engine, or replacement of 
the actual hopper or drum. Against this, 
an open drum mixer would run for a 
similar period with negligible wear. 

As the means of disposing of concrete 
have improved over the years, so the 
tendency has been for a medium-sized 
contractor to employ a larger mixer. 

Popular requirements at present are for 
reversing drum mixers which revolve in 
one direction to mix the concrete, and 
reverse to discharge. It is claimed that 
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A modern reversing drum mixer 


the main reason for using a reversing 
drum mixer and not an ordinary closed 
drum mixer, is that the discharge time is 
more rapid. This claim is more than 
true when discussing dry mixers, as it 
can be almost impossible to get a dry 
mix out of a closed drum mixer, whereas 
a well designed reversing drum mixer 
does discharge a dry mix. It is interesting 
to note however that with a workable 
mix similar sized closed drum and re- 
versing drum mixers take almost an 
identical time to discharge. Another 
advantage of a reversing drum mixer is 
that the discharge point is much farther 
away from the running gear of the mixer 
and much longer wear can be expected. 


Hydraulically Controlled Mixer 


In the 14/10 size, until recently, one 
manufacturer produced an_ excellent 
hydraulically controlled open drum mixer. 
This machine would both mix and dis- 
charge very rapidly, and it was possible 
to get outputs in excess of 7 cu. yd. of 
concrete per hour from the machine quite 
comfortably. It is a great pity that the 
firm have discontinued this machine in 
favour of a reversing drum mixer, as it 
seems certain that further development of 
this size of open drum mixer is well 
merited. 

In discussing concrete mixers the 7/5 
has intentionally been ignored as it is 
difficult to understand how this size mixer 
fits in under present day circumstances. 
Except with exceptionally rich mixes it is 
too small to mix a batch using 1 cwt. of 
cement, and 5 cu. ft. is such a small batch 
that mechanisation for placing is virtually 
impossible. 

Improved handling of cement on the 
average builders’ site has helped consider- 
ably with the ability of contractors to use

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larger machines. Whereas at one time 
the convenient batch with which to load 
a mixer was a 1 cwt. bag of cement, with 
the advent of silos larger quantities of 
cement can be handled quickly and 
cheaply and mixing a large batch, there- 
fore, pays. 

No up-to-date contractor will think of 
mixing concrete under these circum- 
stances unless his mixer is either fitted

and side discharge 


with a drag line feeder or he is using 
aggregate hoppers. A drag line feeder 
can be incorporated in the mixer or may 
be a separate entity. Those incorporated 
in the mixer are cheaper in initial pur- 
chase, and cheaper to run, as only one 
power unit is needed. 

The average repair cost per working 
hour of a 5/34 diesel mixer is about 4d. 
This machine has, of course, few working 
parts. 

Repair costs per working hour on 10/7, 
14/10 and reversing drum mixers will vary 
very widely, particularly as these machines 
suffer severely if not properly maintained. 
A machine which is badly maintained 
might cost as much as 5s. per hour. 

There are some mixers which differ 
from the traditionally designed machines 
in that they do not have a drum which 
moves, but operate on varying principles 
of paddle mixing. There is also at least 
one mixer in use, mostly on the Conti- 
nent, which uses a worm feed to elevate 
and mix concreting materials. 


Dumpers 


Methods of transporting and disposing 
concrete on the smaller building site have 
been revolutionised in the last decade. 

A complete new group of equipment 
has been developed in the form of 
dumpers which can carry a batch of con- 
crete in very arduous conditions. The 
early machines which were small enough 
for the average building site were not 
very effective as they relied on one- 
wheel drive and the operator walked with 
the machine. These machines were both 
slow and tended to get bogged in bad 
conditions. From these early beginnings 
two groups of dumpers have grown, those 


which employ a typical vehicle axle 
underneath the skip, and which are driven 
by an engine over the steering axle, 
similar to a road vehicle. The other 
design has the engine driving an axle 
mounted beneath the power unit, and the 
wheels under the load are used for steer- 
ing. 

By far the greatest number of dumpers 
at present in use come in the former

crete more quickly over a given distance 
than a dumper, when one dumper of 
similar capacity, or one monorail waggon, 
is used. If the distance is so long that 
it is necessary to use two dumpers, then 
again two monorail waggons are con- 
siderably quicker, and as the monorail 
equipment does not need a driver a 
saving in labour is inevitable except 
where small quantities are required, when

group, and this is in no small measure 
due to one firm having an extremely 
effective sales organisation, and also con- 
scientiously improving their product so 
that it has become very reliable. 


Manoeuvrability 


However, the whole of this group of 
dumpers with the drive under the load 
have the very great snag that they are 
less manoeuvrable than the type with the 
engine over the driving wheels, due to the 
rear wheel steering of the former type. 


They are at a particular disadvantage 
when travelling empty up a slippery slope. 
The spinning of the wheels under the 
empty skip causes the front of the 
dumper to slide sideways, and often the 
application of full steering lock is insuffi 
cient to correct the slide 

It has been found that if dumpers of 
both types are put on a site that the site 
invariably requires to keep the machine 
with the drive under the engine. One 
might ask then why the machine with the 
drive under the load is more popular. 

It would appear that in addition to less 
satisfactory sales organisation, manufac 
turers of the dumpers with the drive 
under the engine did not develop the 
machines so rapidly in their early days, 
with the result that certain disadvantages 
in mechanical design, such as the method 
of drive, efficiency of the brakes, and the 
maximum speed of the dumper did not 
proceed quickly, although the _ basic 
design was so good. 

A machine for transporting concrete 
horizontally which, whilst being higher 
in capital cost than a dumper, often saves 
man-power on the site, is the monorail. A 
good monorail lay-out can dispose of con- 


the cost of erecting a monorail will out- 
weigh the saving in labour’ whilst 
running. 

The monorail also has the advantage 
that it can pass over obstructions for 
which elaborate bridges may be required 
for the dumper, and it can be taken 
quickly and easily across the reinforce 
ment in_ reinforced concrete slabs, 
whereas the dumper will have to dis- 
charge its load at the edge of the slab. 

The monorail can also climb gradients 
up to 1 in 8, and a track can be arranged 
either to run up to slabs at high level, 
or alternatively the entire monorail 
system can be used for concreting on the 
upper storeys of buildings in conjunction 
with a hoist. A dumper is, of course, too 
clumsy and heavy for this sort of work. 


Pipeline Placing 

Where very large quantities of concrete 
have to be placed, for many years the 
most efficient system has been the con- 
crete pump, but not many builders of the 
size we are considering will have suffi- 
cient work of this type to justify the 
purchase of such a pump. However, in 
more recent years, a compromise system 
has been introduced where the concrete 
is transported through a tube by com- 
pressed air, instead of by pump. This 
equipment is cheaper in capital cost, 
cheaper to set up and can therefore be 
used where the concrete pump would be 
uneconomical. 

The reader will have noted that this 
article has not mentioned cranes and 
hoists in considering means of disposing 
of concrete. The next article will deal 
with these equipments.

Building in Northern Ireland 


industry Fully Employed in an Expanding Economy 


A BRITISH member of the Northern 
Ireland Development Council, landing at 
Larne, observed that Northern Ireland, 
far from being a depressed area, as he 
and others who had not seen for them- 
selves believed, is in fact ‘a success 
story.’ 

While unemployment in other respects 
persists and is now being aggravated by 
rises in shipping and fuel costs and 
failure of some of the promised indus- 
trial developments to proceed according 
to plan, the claim that Northern Ireland 
is ‘a success story’ certainly receives 
support from the record of its post-World 
War II building achievements and the 
present active condition of its building 
and related industries. 

Building, with such related activities as 
road making and improvement, water 
supply, drainage, electrification, inland 
transport and port and harbour develop- 
ment, is fully stretched in Northern 
Ireland. Architects, civil engineers, 
contractors, suppliers and skilled build- 
ing tradesmen are working overtime. 


Capital Investment 

Capital investment in Northern 
Ireland has been steadily increasing since 
World War II. A Ministry of Finance 
estimate is that in the financial vear 
1959-60 it invested £73m. or £7m. more 
than in the previous year. The Ministry’s 
forecast for 1960-61 is £78m., of which 
£50m. is expected to be spent upon build- 
ing and civil engineering work. So that 
needed expansion in Northern Ireland, 
with leeway in comparison with the rest 
of the United Kingdom to make up, 
should not be impeded, Northern 
Ireland banks were not called upon to 
make the special deposits required from 
British banks to curb bank advances this 
year. 

Noting ‘tremendous buoyancy’ in the 
yield from reserved taxes Inland 
Revenue duties and Customs and Excise 
—with an increase of 15 per cent over 
the previous year against 12 per cent for 
the United Kingdom as a whole, trade 
generally prosperous, and bank advances 
and savings up, the Northern Ireland 
Minister for Finance has been able to 
provide for increased spending on public 
building this year as well as making other 
provisions encouraging for private build- 
ing. 

Thus provision has been made to spend 
£13 12s. 9d. a head on Northern Ireland 
health services compared with £11 9s. 10d. 
a head in Great Britain; on housing 
£2 ls. 2d. compared with £1 16s. 7d.; on 
family allowances and national assistance 
£9 9s. Id. against £6 ls. 4d.; on roads 
£4 Os. 3d. against £2 6s. 5d.;: and on edu- 
cation and general grants to local authori- 
ties £15 18s. 2d. against £13 16s. 10d. in 
Great Britain. 

The volume of constructional work 
in hand, now proceeding at a relatively 
faster rate than similar work in Great 
Britain, includes housing, school, 
hospital, farm and industrial building, 


new electrical generating station, hotel 
and other tourist accommodation 
developments on a scale which is trans- 
forming the Northern Ireland scene. 

‘None of this,” the Northern Ireland 
Minister of Finance has noted, ‘ seems to 
fit in with the prophets of gloom and 
doom who have suggested that Ulster is 
poverty stricken and that the expansion 
which is going on in Great Britain is 
passing her by altogether . . . the over- 
all picture is one of virile and vigorous 
development.’ 

A similar note has been sounded 
repeatedly this year by other Ministers, 
including the Prime Minister, Lord 
Brookeborough, who said the other day 
that ‘all over the country there is 
evidence of prosperity and progress.’ 

Northern Irelanders are a thrifty, hard- 
working people, not given to frills or 
waste. The investment they are making 
in bricks and mortar and their like—the 
biggest in the history of the Province over 
any comparable period—has been well 
and steadily planned, not unduly rushed 
to be crowded into early years after the 
war when sound and ample materials, for 
one thing, were less easy to come by 
than they are now. Sudden and short- 
lived boom periods followed by slump as 
well as over-hasty work have been 
avoided. With the preparation well done 
the building has been able to go forward 
at an accelerating pace. 

Ulster has its antiquities, ruins, aris- 
tocratic mansions and whitewashed 
thatched single-storey cottages. Some, 
however, find its contemporary buildings 
infinitely more cheering and exciting. 
In architectural design, craftsmanship, 
equipment for use and materials used may 
be seen, I suggest, a degree of diversity 
and quality which compares favourably 
with anything done in the past. 


Unprecedented Activity 

Since World War II the Northern Ire- 
land building industry has been—and is 

-providing for housing, education, 
health, industrial and farm working con- 
ditions, incomparably higher standards of 
accommodation, intelligent learning, effi- 
cient operation, comfort and care than 
any known, at least for a majority of the 
people, ever before. 

Northern Ireland came out of World 
War II with building requirements rela- 
tively to the size of population greater 
than those in Great Britain. This was 
because between the wars little new 
housing, school or other building was 
done in Northern Ireland although even 
then a considerable amount of house, 
school, hospital, farm and industrial build- 
ing badly needed repair, improvement or 
replacement. Public money required to 
do or assist the work was not forthcom- 
ing. 

Towards the end of the war a Planning 
Advisory Board at a modest estimate 
(since found to be an _ underestimate) 
noted immediately the need for 100,000 
new houses with, in addition, 229.500, 
of a total of 323,052 houses in the Pro- 
vince, repairable and in need of slight, 
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extensive or major repairs. There was 
also urgent need for slum clearance not 
only in Belfast but in other towns and 
rural areas. In Belfast the average num- 
ber of persons to the acre and the infant 
mortality rate were higher than in any 
British industrial city, including Glasgow. 
For Northern Ireland, with its popula- 
tion of less than 14 million to meet the 
post-war housing need alone meant a 
task beyond anything formerly attempted. 
In the 20 years up to 1939 the total num- 
ber of houses of all types built in the 
Province v'as not more than 50,000. 


New Educational System 


Then the 1947 Education Act brought 
building requirements to provide for an 
entirely new educational system with a 
higher school leaving age and more chil- 
dren of school age. Most of the primary 
schools were over-crowded and needed 
either repair and extension or replace- 
ment. On top of that the Act required 
extensive new building for secondary, 
technical and special schools formerly 
unknown in the Province. 

Emergence of the Welfare State with 
its requirements for new _ hospitals, 
clinics, homes for old people and other 
things superimposed its own extensive 
building programmes. Added to that 
was demand for buildings to increase effi- 
ciency and productivity on the farms and 
expand and diversify manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

With these requirements also went the 
need for more and better roads, electri- 
fication, drainage, water supplies, inland 
transport and ports and harbour develop- 
ment. The achievement since the early 
post-war period of improvisation, plan- 
ning and shortages of materials and staff, 
has been impressive, but there are many 
years of work still to come. 

Up to the end of September this year 
86,517 new houses had been built under 
the post-war programme. It is estimated 
that at least another 80.000 are needed. 
New schools and extensions completed 
have provided school places for about 
100,000 children. Many more are 
needed. For example, of 180 new secon- 
dary intermediate schools required. 90 
are built, 34 are in course of construc- 
tion, 45 are in various tender and plan- 
ning stages and for the remainder sites 
are being selected. 

Up to the end of October this year 68 
new factory buildings and 29 extensions, 
covering altogether 44m. sa. ft., had been 
provided under the Northern Ireland 
Government's post-war factory building 
scheme. In addition 22 new factory pro- 
jects and 24 extensions were in hand. 
Since 1945 many new industries have 
been established. Government aid in 
various forms to the new enterprises has 
amounted to £42m. of which £21m. has 
been for factory construction. 


The Roads Programme 


About £84m. is being spent this year 
on new roads and road improvements in 
Northern Ireland. The Northern Ire- 
land Hospitals Authority has a £324m. 
building scheme in hand. There are ex- 
tensive church building programmes. 
Port and harbour development pro-

Basic Materials 


Continued Increase in Building 
Products Prices 


THE DECREASE in the basic materials 
index during October was mainly due to 
the continuing downward trend in prices 
of copper, raw rubber, wool and some 
food products. Mechanical engineering 
and electrical machinery materials con- 
tinued to show the downward price 
trends evidenced in recent months. Con- 
struction and house-building materials, 
however, continue to rise. These indices 
are now about 2 to 34 per cent higher 
respectively than they were a year ago. 
Some of the principal upward movements 
among manufactured products are 
imported timber, synthetic resins and 
some non-ferrous metals. The provisional 
figure for building and civil engineering 
materials for October at 147.8 shows an 
increase of 0.2 per cent since September. 
The house-building materials index at 
148.7 shows a provisional increase of 0.3 
per cent.

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Thermal Insulation of Industrial Buildings 
Memorandum on Calculation of ‘U' Valves 


4 SUPPLEMENT to the explanatory 
memorandum on Calculation of ‘U’ 
Values laid out in Thermal Insulation (In- 
dustrial Buildings) Regulations, 1958, 
issued under the Act of 1957, has been 
prepared by the Ministry of Power.

Paragraph 20 of the’ explanatory 
memorandum issued in 1958 refers to two 
publications (‘Thermal Insulation of 
Buildings’ and the Institution of Heating 
and Ventilation Engineers’ Guide to Cur- 
rent Practice) to which reference may be 
made to obtain information about the 
thermal resistance of building materials 
and the calculation of ‘ U’ values. A 1959 
edition of the IHVE guide has since been 
published. The aim of both publications 
is to supply basic data from which ‘U’ 
values can be obtained or calculated in 
any given set of circumstances and both 
publications contain selected examples, 
not intended to be exhaustive. of the 
*U’ values of structures which are appro 
priate in particular cases. 


‘The Rebuilding of 
Sheffield’ 


City Architect's Views on Traffic-free 
Areas 


‘THE REBUILDING OF SHEFFIELD’ was the 
subject of an address by MR. Jj. L. 
WOMERSLEY, FRIBA, MTPI, Sheffield City 
Architect, at a public meeting in Sheffield, 
on October 23. He suggested that there 
might be traffic-free shopping squares in 
the redevelopment of the Barkers’ Pool 
area of the city. This is to be part of a 
large civic circle stretching down to the 
technical college in Pond-street, and, Mr. 
Womersley said, ‘We intend to take 
traffic around this circle, and only have 
service roads running through it. There 
is no reason why some of the open spaces 
should not be planned as pedestrian 
squares.’ He pointed out that traffic-free 
shopping areas had already been proved 
economically sound in new towns such 
as Stevenage. 


He continued: *‘ The Town Hall exten- 
sion scheme should be regarded in a very 
wide sense. It includes the existing Town 
Hall, the public library, and the assembly 
hall of the technical college. The open 
spaces between the buildings will give 
opportunity for a new town centre, with 
squares and gardens for pedestrians only.’ 


Mr. Womersley went on to say that he 
foresaw similar development in the Sheaf 
Valley as an extension of the present 
scheme for the old Sheaf Market. ‘ The 
Sheaf Valley offers wonderful opportuni- 
ties for Sheffield. Traffic could run along 
the bottom of the valley, while people 
could walk around and do their shopping 
above it. This would give a real vista 
of the city for people arriving in it by 
bus or train.’ 


The examples of ‘U’ values quoted in 
these publications are, however, not 
necessarily those which would be arrived 
at as a result of calculating whether or 
not a particular structure would conform 
to the standard of insulation prescribed in 
the Thermal Insulation Regulations. The 
reason for this is that the Regulations 
require certain arbitrary figures to be 
used in calculations for the purposes of 
the Act, e.g., in respect of the sum of 
surface resistances (see paragraph 18 of 
the explanatory memorandum) and such 
arbitrary figures may not have been used 
in the calculations of examples of ‘U’ 
values quoted in the publications. More- 
over, the publications may give more than 
one figure for the conductivity of the 
materials and for the resistance of an air 
space depending on the nature of the 
materials and the way in which they are 
specifically used in construction. 


In the case of a question regarding con 
formity with the prescribed standard. the 
appropriate ‘U’" values would depend on 
the facts of the individual case. Pro

Publications

Future 
sections will deal with buildings for the 
processing and storage of grain and 
forage, and a general section on miscel- 
laneous types of farm buildings, their 
construction and maintenance. ‘ Build- 
ings for Cattle’ may be obtained, price 
4s.

DSIR Appointment 


MR. HAROLD MCCUE, chairman of Taylor 
Woodrow (Building Exports) Ltd., one 
of the sponsors of the Arcon Develop- 
ment Group, has been appointed a mem- 
ber of the Building Research Board of 
the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. 
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Regulations (e.g., for the sum of surface 
resistances) are used, building designers 
may also use either of the two publica- 
tions to obtain any further information re 
quired for the calculation of ‘U’ values 
in the particular circumstances. 

It should be possible to achieve econo- 
mically a level of roof insulation equiva- 
lent to a ‘U’ value of 0.3 in most fac 
tory buildings. However, as explained in 
paragraphs 14 and 21-25 of the explana 
tory memorandum, factories need not be 
insulated to a higher standard than will 
ensure that the less of heat through the 
roof will not exceed 12 BTU’s per hour 
per sq. ft. when the outside temperature 
is 30°F and the inside temperature is 
taken as the temperature at 5 ft. 
from the floor. This rate of heat loss 
is equivalent to the rate of loss through a 
roof of 0:3 ‘U’ value when the internal 
temperature is 70°F and through a roof 
of 0-4 ‘U’ value when the internal tem- 
perature is 60°F. Thus, in those factories 
where the nature of the work is such 
that a temperature of 60°F or less is 
appropriate, a ‘U’ value of 0-4 or more 
in accordance with the scale given in 
paragraph 25 of the explanatory 
memorandum will satisfy the prescribed 
standard for the purpose of the Thermal 
Insulation Act and Regulations.

In both 1959 and 1960 nearly 62 per 
cent of the total labour force were crafts- 
men. The craft force (excluding appren- 
tices) increased from 573,000 in Septem- 
ber, 1959, to 591,000 in September, 1960 

The 
total number of apprentices employed in- 
creased from 95,500 to 97,400—2 per 
cent—but there was virtually no change 
in the number of apprentices with written 
indentures. The available figures suggest 
that the intake of apprentices is higher 
than the number eventually qualifying.

Corrosion Research 
Work of the National Chemical Laboratory 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


ON OCTOBER 19-21 the National Chemical 
Laboratory held its first open days since 
its reorganisation two years ago under 
the DSIR. The Director oe. fs 
Anderson, FRS, who was appointed in 
October, 1959. 

At the moment the work of the Labora 
tory appears to be divided between two 
main fields. The first is in long-term 
research which, although it may have a 
widespread application, is unlikely to be 
undertaken by either industry or the 
universities—for instance, work irted 
on the extraction of uranium 14 years ago 
has opened up a whole new field in the 
metallurgy of more familiar metals. 

The second is on more immediate prob- 
lems that underlie the whole range of the 
chemical and engineering industry, such 
as corrosion. Metallic corrosion costs 
this country an estimated £600m. a year 
and it is evident that the Laboratory 
attaches great importance to minimising 
its effects. Much of their present work 
is concerned with the yn of iron 
and steel in the everyday surrounds in 
which they are used—in water, in air, or 
in soils. 

One useful! line of investigation is con 
cerned with the corrosion effects of liquid 
flow and temperature variation in hot 
water systems and heat exchangers. For 
this, three circulation systems have been 
designed and constructed, and from their 
findings it is hoped to develop inhibitors 
that are effective at concentrations of 
10 ppm or less. 

Research on the corrosion of buried 
metals is proving to be mainly a micro 
biological problem in which, basically, 
bacteria change sulphates sulphides 
There has been much painstaking work 
to isolate, maintain and preserve pure 
cultures of these organisms so that some 
correlation can be made between corro- 
sion behaviour and the fundamental bio- 
chemistry of the bacteria. 

A further aspect of the work on cor 
rosion is the mode of action of inhibitors

(corrosion preventives) which is being 
examined by electro-chemical and radio- 
tracer methods. It is thought that much 
can also be done by designing and making 
crevice-free joints and avoiding sharp 
bends in a system and by the chemical 
treatment of water, of which improved

methods are currently being started. 

In addition to research work, the Cor 
rosion Group maintains an advisory ser 
vice and deals annually with many tech- 
nical inquiries. These are recorded and 
classified using the same classification 
scheme as is used for filing abstracts 
added to the NCL corrosion bibliography. 
Typical examples of specimens examined 
in connection with technical inquiries 
illustrate the importance of correct design 
and choice of metals in industrial equip 
ment.

One of the new machines that could be 
seen at the recent Public Works exhibi- 
tion was a 7 cu. yd. articulated DUMP 
TRUCK with a 20,000 Ibs. payload. It has 
many interesting design features includ- 
ing integral body-chassis construction 
which increases ground clearance and 
manoeuvrability. The tractor unit and 
body are linked by a horizontal swivel, 
king post and wish-bone assembly which 
provide a 20° lateral articulation on 
either side of the vertical and a steering 
movement of 180° about the wish-bone. 
The body is connected to the wish-bone 
ends by large-diameter pivot pins and 
two 33 in. diameter double-acting 
hydraulic rams which tip the body to 
provide a 55° discharge angle. The body 
may be freely tipped and reset while the 
machine is travelling, the tipping rams 
being actuated by a vane type hydraulic 
pump through selector gear.

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A perspective of Sizewell Nuclear Power Station 


Contract for Sizewell 
Nuclear Power Station 


Compact Design and High Output 


BRITAIN’S latest nuclear power station is 
to be built at Sizewell, Suffolk, for the 
Central Electricity Generating Board by 
the English Electric, Babcock & Wilcox, 
Taylor Woodrow Atomic Power Group, 
it was announced on November 24. The 
value of the contract will be of the order 
of £55m. Supplying 580,000 kW to the 
national supergrid, the station will have 
the highest output and be the most com- 
pact of the seven commercial atomic 
stations now on order in the UK. 

When this new power station is com- 
pleted it will bring the total power of 
Britain’s nuclear stations to 3m. kW, i.e. 
over 10 per cent of the country’s present 
total generating capacity. Work is to 
begin next April, and the station is 
planned to be in full operation in 1966. 

The Sizewell station will produce nearly 
four times as much electricity as both 
the pioneer Calder Hall stations together, 
from a layout occupying only about one- 
third the area. The major new features 
from which this compactness is derived 
are a new type of reactor building con- 
taining both reactors, small diameter 
pressure vessels with thick walls, few 
boilers each of high capacity and the use 
of only two turbines of very large output 
which reduces the size of the turbine hall. 

Features of the civil engineering work 
include the construction of a cooling 
water intake 1,400 ft. from the shore 
through which sea water will be drawn at 
the rate of over 27m. gallons an hour. 

The peak labour force employed 
during the five-year construction period 
will be some 2,400, and living accom- 
modation will be provided on site for 
about half of this force; the remainder 
will be drawn from surrounding districts. 

The consulting architect for the project 
is Mr. Frederick Gibberd, CBE, FRIBA, 
and Messrs. C. S. Allott & Son are con- 
sultants for the cooling water pump house 
and off-shore works. 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND.—Plans to 
develop the aluminium industry in 
Australia and New Zealand at a cost of 
£A125m. have been announced in London 
by two companies, the Consolidated Zinc 
Corporation and America’s Kaiser 
Aluminium and Chemical Corporation. 
They have agreed to form a joint com- 
pany to develop the industry over the next 
six years. The project involves mining 
the vast bauxite resources at Weipa, near 
the north-east tip of Australia, and 
establishing processing plants in Queens- 
land and New Zealand. The new company 
early next year will extend an existing 
aluminium smelter at Bell Bay in 
Tasmania. The Chairman of Consolidated 
Zinc, Mr. L. B. Robinson, said a new port 
and a new township would have to be 
built near the alumina plant at Weipa. 
The overall projects in both countries 
would be in operation by 1966. In New 
Zealand, the company will establish a 
smelter at Invercargill. This will use 
power from a new hydro-electric station 
to be built next year at Lake Manapouri, 
80 miles away. 


AUSTRALIA (WESTERN).—The Govern- 
ment has awarded a £A2,800,000 contract 
to the firm of Christiani and Neilson for 
a diversion dam on the Ord River, near 
Wyndham, Kimberley. Work is expected 
to start in March 1961. 


BRAZIL.—Sr. Otavio Dias Carneiro, 
director of the Mambucaba project super- 
intendency, in Brazil, stated that tenders 
will now be called from foreign com- 
panies for the Mambucaba nuclear energy 
plant, near Angra dos Reis, which will 
cost about US$50m. and have a capacity 
of 200,000 kw. Tenders are expected to 
be prepared by interested companies in 
the first half of next year. The selection 
will be made after July, 1961, and con- 


tracts signed early the following year. 
Building should start in the first half of 
1962 and is expected to take about four 
years to complete. 

CANADA (ALBERTA). Construction 
scheduled for the City of Calgary 
includes a new $1.8m. city police head- 
quarters. The Pan American 
Petroleum Co. is planning a $20m. gas 
processing plant at Windfall. The 
Canadian Oil Co. is to construct a $3m.

Construction scheduled for the City of 
Edmonton includes a $4m. plant for 
Canadian Chemicals Ltd. 

CANADA (BRITISH COLUMBIA).—The Van- 
couver International Airpurt has been 
taken over by the Canadian Government 
who are planning to construct a $15m.

$50m. on the construction of new 
schools. ... A $lm. addition is to be con- 
structed to the Scarboro Township Muni- 
cipal Office Building. .. . Center Tool and 
Mould Co. is to construct a new plant in 
the Sandwich Industrial Park, Windsor. 
... A new plant is to be constructed for 
Refractories Engineering Co. at Bronte. 


ISRAEL.—A large investment is being 
planned for the manufacture of 75,000 
tons a year of magnesite for the produc- 
tion of bricks resistant to very high tem- 
peratures.

FROM JOHANNESBURG, Barclays Bank DCO 
reports that substantial increases in the 
value of South African building plans 
passed in the 18 principal urban areas in 


respect of alterations and additions (up 
£426,000) and flats (up £339,000) were 
recorded in September, compared with 
August figures. These increases were 
offset largely by a decrease of £398,000 
in the value of industrial and other non- 
residential buildings, making the Septem- 
ber total for all classes of building plans 
passed some £384,000 higher than the 
August figure of £4.8 million. 

The bank adds that the total plans 
passed for the first nine months of this 
year amounted to £48.6 million, which 
exceeded the figure for the corresponding 
period of last year by £2.6 million. The 
increase in the value of plans passed so 
far this year was spread over all cate- 
gories, with the exception of factory 
buildings and major alterations where 
there were small decreases. 

Although the value of plans passed is 
still high, the bank states that work on 
offer and on tender is said to have fallen 
off in the past two months, with little 
private work available. Architects have 
noticed a slackening in inquiries for new 
buildings and this will doubtless have a 
further adverse effect on the amount of 
fresh work available to builders in the 
coming months. 


Colonial Development 


Grants to Sierra Leone and the Leeward Islands 


THE LEEWARD ISLANDS will benefit by 
£319,581 from ten grants made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts 
in October. Altogether 83 grants, 
including seven for research, were 
approved making available £2,859,732 for 
schemes to benefit Britain’s oversea terri- 
tories. 

Largest of the grants for the Leeward 
Islands was £131,146 for the development 
of 32 acres known as Pond Pasture in st. 
Kitts. It is planned to clear and fill the 
low-lying areas, build roads and a sea 
wall, provide water and electricity ser- 
vices, establish an industrial site large 
enough for three small factory buildings 
of 1,200 sq. ft. floor area each, and pre- 
pare sites for workers’ flats, a residen- 
tial area, a school and a playing field. 

Other grants for the Leeward Islands 
include £58.570 to construct a new ter- 
minal building and provide airfield light- 
ing and fire-fighting equipment at Golden 
Rock Airport, St. Kitts; £37,000 for road 
construction in ST. KITTS-NEVIS- 
ANGUILLA; £17.214 to improve the road 
between Road Town and Baughers Bay, 
Tortola, in the VIRGIN ISLANDS, and 
£31,841 to develop a stockholding ground 
at Paraquita Bay, Tortola. 

Road and bridge developments, which 
accounted for more than £830.000 of the 
October grants, included £153.000 to 
SIERRA LEONE towards the cost of road 
work from Pendembu to Keya River and 
from Nyandehun to Tinkoko, and the 
building of Keya bridge and the sub- 
structure of Mauwa bridge. This work 
will help to improve communications in 
the Kailahun district which is a major 
producer of cocoa and coffee and has 
large untapped reserves of timber. 

Sierra Leone will also benefit from a 
grant of £58,050 towards the cost of the 
partial re-housing of St. Joseph’s Con- 


Secondary School for girls, Free 
town. It is planned to build a three- 
storey block with 16 classrooms and 
various offices for the school. 

Also among the grants totalling 
£459,807 for educational development, 
was one of £90,000 for new buildings at 
the High School in GAMBIA where it is 
planned to build a_ two-storey block 
comprising 14 class rooms, an art and 
lecture room, a reading room and a 
library, and also workshop and adminis 
trative blocks and an assembly hall and 
gymnasium.

New Town Plan 


A NEW TOWN, to be built by private enter- 
prise, is proposed by Col. Sir William 
Stirling, who owns Cawder estate, north 
of Glasgow. This estate has been sold 
to London Merchant Securities Ltd. and 
two Scottish property companies for de- 
velopment as a new town at a cost of 
£120 million. The estate has already been 
used by private builders for development 
purposes and this latest move means that 
the entire estate will be developed on a 
comprehensive basis. The town will be 
designed to accommodate a population of 
40,000, and all the layout and construc 
tion will be to the highest standards. Sir 
William Holford, President, RIBA, has 
agreed to act as a planner for the project 
and will begin work this month. 


Government Grant for Pier 


THE GOVERNMENT are to contribute £80,000 
towards the cost of building a pier at 
Craignure on the Isle of Mull. A private 
offer of £50,000 has already been accepted 
by Argyll County Council. News of the 
Treasury grant is contained in a letter 
from the Secretary of State for Scotland, 
Mr. J. Maclay, to Mr. M. Noble, MP for 
Argyll. 

Mr. Maclay says the grant will be made 
on condition that the cost of the pier does 
not exceed £130,000. The new pier will 
be used by a car-ferry service to be intro 
duced between Mull and the mainland. 
An order seeking approval for the project 
was placed before Parliament on Novem 
ber 25 and construction work is ex 
pected to begin next summer.
